Property taS assessment appeals by 
Lompoc Valley ranchers will be heard 
beginning Wednesday morning befoxe the 
County Board of Equalization in Santa 
Barbara.

.County supervisors, who will hear 20 
appeal cases in the all-day session in the 
County Board of Administration BuilcU 
ing, said a number of them spring from 
Fourth Supervisorial District tax com­ 
plaints by ranchers. 
Seventy-five appeal cases from the 
Fourth District are scheduled to be 


heard before the board winds up its two 
and one-half month appeal schedule, an 
all-time record. No other supervisorial 
district has had nearly the number of ap­ 
peals as have come in from the Lompoc 
Valley, where a tax revolt was sim­ 
mering earlier in the year. 


Deputy County Clerk Howard Menzel 
said the hearings Wednesday will be 
moved from the supervisors’ hearing 
room on the fourth floor of the County 
Administration 
Building to the super­ 


visors’ conference room on the same 
floor. 
This is because the hearing room will 
be utilized that day by the State Water 
Resources Control Board for a briefing 
session on the recently enacted Porte r- 
Cologne 
Water Quality Control Act, 
preparatory to a regular meeting of the 
board and a public hearing later in the 
week. 


While there will be Lompoc Valley ap­ 
peal cases Wednesday that will not in­ 


volve ranch properties, it is the appeals 
of ranchers which will hold the spot­ 
light. County supervisors expect to gath­ 
er valuable information at these hearings 
in their 
determination in November 
whether or not to lift the moratorium 
on farm preserves. 
County Assessor Harry W. Holmquist 
has said he may stipulate adjustments 
on some of the contested ranch parcels, 
and defend assessments by his apprais­ 
ers on others. 
Ranchers protested higher assess­ 


ments which they said did not reflect 
agricultural operations, but instead re­ 
flected sales caused by real estate spec­ 
ulation in the area of the proposed Lom­ 
poc Project and elsewhere in the valley. 


Eighteen of the 20 cases set for Wed­ 
nesday are Fourth District cases.

ria, appealing property assessments in 
the First District, and Dr. George A.

Nixon 
dilemma 
on jurist 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - In his diligent 
search for a chief justice, President 
Nixon considered it vitally important to 
find a jurist who could win Senate approv­ 
al without violent controversy and with a 
strong, even if not unanimous, vote. 
In Warren E. Burger, now presiding 
over the high tribunal, Nixon found that 
man. The nomination aroused no contro­ 
versy at all and the Senate vote was a re­ 
sounding 74-3. 
If Nixon wanted a similar candidate for 
the second vacancy on the court in his 
administration —and the assumption is he 
did — the President chose the wrong per­ 
son in Clement Furman Haynsworth Jr. 
The nomination of the 56-year-old chief 
judge of the 4th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals has stirred a controversy ofthe 
most violent sort and confirmation — if 
indeed he wins Senate approval — can 
come only by the slimmest and most em­ 
barrassing margin. 
Haynsworth’s nomination to the court 
has deeply divided Senate Republicans 
and added to the strain of their White 
House relaions. 
The appointment renewed Democratic 
charges of a Nixon “ Southern strategy” 
and assumptions of a pre-election payoff 
promise to Sen. Strom Thurmond of South 
Carolina, the President’s best-known link 
with the South. 
It also caused some Republic ms to 
question how thoroughly Atty. Gen. John 
N. Mitchell and the Justice Department 
checked Haynsworth's 
background or 
how much of the information was provid­ 
ed Nixon before he announcee the nomina­ 
tion. 
The 
Senate 
Judiciary Committee 
Thursday approved Haynsworth 10 to 7. 
But indications are opposition to the 
nomination in the Senate is stronger than 
in committee and only a withdrawal of 
the appointment can save Haynsworth 
from defeat or confirmation by a hand­ 
ful of votes when the issue is decided in a 
few weeks. 
Immediately after the committee vote, 
the American Bar Association said it 
planned to 
re-examine Haynsworth’s 
qualifications. 
Lawrence 
Walsh 
of 
New York City, chairman of the ABA’s 
Standing Committee on the Federal Judi­ 
ciary, said his panel would meet early 
next week. The Chicago Council of Law­ 
yers sent Nixon a telegram urging with­ 
drawal of the nomination. 
In a statement late Thursday, Clark 
Mollenhoff, White House deputy counsel, 
said charges of conflict of Interest 
brought by SEN, 
Birch 
Bayh, D-lnd. 
against Haynsworth were “ thoroughly ab­ 
surd.” 
“Each of these cases will be dealt 
with in detail in the days ahead,’’ Mollen­ 
hoff said. 
To date, despite the urgings of high- 
ranking Senate 
Republicans such as 
Margaret Chase Smith of Maine, chair­ 
man of the GOP Policy Committee, and 
Robert P. Griffin of Michigan, the as­ 
sistant minority leader, 
Nixon has re­ 
fused to pull back the nomination.

Sergeant faced disaster 
when peanut convoy passed

WASHINGTON (UPD - The strange 
story of Sgt. Liberio Giambra’s peanut 
convoy has worked its way into testi­ 
mony alleging that kickbacks of money 
and bed partners were provided ser­ 
geants supervising Army enlisted men’s 
clubs in Vietnam. 
Giambra, shapely June Irene Skewes 
recalled, “was a crook,” a custodian 
of enlisted men’s clubs in the Cu Chi 
area, a master of the kickback and an 
amorous fellow with “ designs on me.” 
The 
sergeant 
bought about $40,000 
worth of snack foods for his clubs each 
month, Miss Skewes testified Thursday, 
and got a 10 per cent kickback - $4,000 
a month. 
But last March, Giambra got trans­ 
fer orders. He had but one month more 
at Cu Chi, one more snack order. The 
light dawned. “ He ordered $400,000 or 
$480,000 in snack bar items for the 
last month,” she said, asking the suppli­ 
er to deliver it gradually during the 
next 10 months. 
But the supplier, one J. F. “ Bo” 
Bohunicky, missed the last instruction. 
Off went the snacks in one shipment. 
“The first anyone knew of it was 
when the general looked out his window 
and saw a convoy of peanuts passing 
by,” Miss Skewes said. “ It was a

WILKES-BARRE, Pa. (U P I)-A judge 
today dismissed objections by the par­ 
ents of deceased Mary Jo Kopechne and 
rules Massachusetts authorities should 
have a chance to prove in court the need 
for an autopsy on the body of the girl. 
Miss Kopechne, who died in an auto­ 
mobile driven by U.S. Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy when it fell off a bridge into 
a tidal pond at Chappaquiddick Island 
in Massachusetts July 16, is buried at 
nearby Larksville, Pa. 
In dismissing the parents' petition to 
bar an autopsy, President Judgq Bernard 
C.' Bromlnski of Luzerne County Court 
set Oct. 20 for a hearing on an amend­ 
ed petition by Massachusetts District 
Attorney Edmund S. Dlnis for an autop­ 


sy. 
“Only a hearing will bring to light 
facts that will allow the court to re­ 
solve this question,” Bromlnski said. 
Only a hearing, he said, would serve 
“the interests of the public and the 
Kopechnes.” 
The 
parents’ 
petition specifically 
sought a continuance pending the out­ 
come of a Massachusetts inquest into 
the girl’s death. Such an inquest has 
been held up by appeals before the Mas­ 
sachusetts Supreme Court. 
Bromlnski said the “ultimate ques­ 
tion” of exhuming the girl’s body and 
conducting an autopsy could not be de­ 
cided without a hearing on Dlnis’ peti­ 
tion.

SAM sites hurt

Israel’s almost daily air strikes into 
Egypt in the past month have knocked 
out one-fourth of the surface-to-air mis­ 
sile (SAM'> sites in Egypt’s air defense 
system, military experts in Tel Aviv 
said today. 
In other Middle East developments, 
a leading Arab guerrilla organization re­ 
jected Arab-Israeli peace talks and a 
Cairo newspaper said Israel was rein­ 
forcing its Suez Canal front. 
The Israeli aerial offensive against 
Egypt continued Thursday with Israeli 
warplanes hitting along the west bank of 
the canal and Gulf of Suez in raids said 
to be retaliation for “ continued Egyp­ 
tian aggressions.” 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - Against the 
background of renewed 
congressional 
pressure and the threat of more dissent 
in the streets, President Nixon has begun 
a new review of the Vietnam war. 
There were these developments: 
—Defense Secretary Melvin R. Laird 
revealed the military has been under new 
orders since August to place its “ max­ 
imum effort” on readying the Vietnamese 
to shoulder the war. He declined to dis­ 
cuss specific battlefield orders. But he 
left 
the clear impression U.S. combat 
forces in Vietnam are now avoiding un­ 
necessary contact with the Communists, 
including search and destroy missions, 
which would run up U.S. casualty fig­ 
ures. 
-Nixon called Ambassador Henry Ca- 
bot 
Lodge home from the Paris peace 
talks for a meeting next week. He met 
Thursday with Ellsworth 
Bunker. U.S. 
ambassador to Saigon, and planned to 
confer Saturday with Gen. 
Earle G. 
Wheeler, chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, who just returned from the war 
zone. 
-Saigon said American casualties last 
week were the lowest in three years — 
something Laird said was “ encourag­ 
ing.” But if it was a “ signal’of a change 
in communist strategy, he said, “ I would 
think they would be giving it in Paris.” 
The White House refused to say if the 
new war review was related to the bat­ 
tlefield lull. 
Observers said it appeared Nixon was 
moving on two separate, but related, 
fronts: 
His concern with the new tide of war 
criticism , including next week’s nation­ 
wide public demonstrations, has prompt­ 
ed Nixon to seek new assurances from 
Wheeler on the military situation. Wheel­

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Nixon ad­ 
ministration is convinced the economy 
needs some more of the increasingly 
bitter anti-inflation medicine but its 
economists are preparing antidotes in 
case the cure proves as bad as the 
disease. 


Treasury Secretary David M. Kennedy 
and Council of Economic Advisers mem­ 
ber Herbert Stein argued in separate 
speeches Thursday that present policies 
will stop Inflation without spinning the na­ 
tion into a recession. 


Stein conceded most of the visible ef­ 
fects of administration economic pro­ 
grams - increased unemployment, fall­ 
ing stock prices, reduced housing con­ 
struction and slower overall growth — 
were “painful and undesired.”

Rafferty dubbed “ Project Turnoff.” He 
said it would help stop the use of nar­ 
cotics by youngsters.

A gentle rain Thursday night kept 
spectators away from Lincoln Park, the 
scene of Wednesday night’s student-po- 
lice clash. Members of the Students for 
a Democratic Society’s Weatherman fac­ 
tion, 
who caused the previous night’s 
trouble, did not show Thursday night. 
“ Plans are being made,” Elizabeth 
Garner, Seattle Wash., warned. “ Just 
hide and watch.” 
Standing by in case of trouble were2,- 
500 national guardsmen, but they re­ 
mained in their armories. 
Blue helmeted police on hand at Lin­ 
coln Park urged people to stay out of 
the area, and arrested four persons. 
One of those arrested was 
a man who 
had claimed the eight bricks in the trunk 
of his car were for a bookcase. 
Mayor Richard J. Daley said Chicago 


would not stand the “senseless and vi­ 
cious 
behavior” of 
rampaging dem­ 
onstrators, and called for felony charg­ 
es against those arrested In the fight 
with police. 
“When they are carrying clubs and 
pipes and chains, you know they are not 
playing hockey — unless they are play­ 
ing hockey with someone’s head — par­ 
ticularly a policeman’s .” the mayor 
said. 


Earlier Thursday, In Grant Park sev­ 
eral miles to the south of Lincoln Park, 
a dozen “Weatherwomen” were arrested 
In a clash with police. Five policemen and 
assistant corporation counsel were In­ 
jured, two with bites. 
The women wearing helmets and carry­ 
ing clubs were m archii^ to “ destroy” 
the draft induction center on the other 
side of the loop when they were met by 
police.

militant, is currently 
appealing a notice of dismissal 
issued by the University of 
California Regents last month.

the regents, meeting in emer­ 
gency session, later denied the 
course credit. 
The academic senate saidthe 
course had “ been duly approve- 
d...as an accredited course.”

Softener 
policy to 
be revised 


A proposed water quality pol­ 
icy that posed a threat to the 
home water softeners in Lom­ 
poc is being revised, it was 
learned this week, scant days 
before a public hearing in Santa 
Barbara. 
The proposed policy will be 
considered by the Regional Wa­ 
ter Quality Control Board at a 
hearing on Oct. 17. One propos­ 
al recommended the removal of 
all home water softeners in the 
city because of the salt that 
such systems dumped into the 
underground during the periodic 
regeneration of the units. 
Lompo: City Administrator 
Gene L. Wahlers told the City 
Council Tuesday that the rec­ 
ommendation would be revised 
by tne board to control only 
the water softener regeneration 
waste. 
The report confirmed the in­ 
timation some days ago of Ken 
Jones, executive secretary of 
the board that the particular 
recommendation would be re­ 
vised. 
Jones told the Record last 
Friday that a water softener 
operator could meet the purpose 
of the recommendation by serv­ 
icing the softeners and trans­ 
porting the salt waste elsewhere 
for disposal. He said he thought 
the recommendation should be 
revised to reflect this. 
Meanwhile Stanley Hatch, leg­ 
al counsel for the Santa Ynez 
River Water Conservation Dis­ 
trict has asked the board to 
postpone the hearing to give the 
district more time to study 
the proposals. 
Lompoc’s city staff “ basic­ 
ally” believes that the water 
policy “ will be beneficial and is 
essential to properly protect the 
water supply,” according to a 
report by Wahlers to the coun­ 
cil. 


Geologist quits 
ApoHo programs 


PASADENA (U PI)—A princi­ 
pal geology scientist in the 
Apollo program has announced 
he is quitting because of what 
he called its lack of scientific 
achievements and its goals. 


Dr Eugene Shoemaker, an 
investigator of field geology for 
the Apollo program, also said 
that sending a man to Mars 
might be “ just another space 
spectacular” like landing a man 
on the moon. 


“ It may well be appropriate 
to send a man to Mars but only 
if we plan a program which will 
really make the most of the 
trip. We have to give the man a 
lot of time to do a lot of work 
and to return data we wouldn’t 
have gotten if we hadn’t sent 
him,” Shoemaker said. 


“ Certainly what we got back 
from Apollo 11 wasn’t worth 
it,” he added.

Teaching of evolution 
may prompt big debate 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
State Board of Education today 
neared 
a 
major 
statewide 
debate over the teaching of 
evolution in public schools. 
The board Thursday flatly 
refused to endorse a 205-page 
study it requested by a special 
committee 
recommending 
a 
framework or foundation from 
which local schools could build 
science curriculums. 
But the board ordered its 
staff to review the report and 
tentatively scheduled another 
hearing on it at the November 
meeting in Los Angeles. 
Dr. John R. Ford, a board 
member 
from 
San 
Diego, 
objected to a section of the 
proposal which he said only 
listed evolution as the probable 
vehicle for the beginning of life. 
Ford said the biblical Adam 
and 
Eve 
theory, which has 
never 
been 
proved 
wrong, 
should also be included for a 
balanced presentation. 
“ I think we would be remiss 
if we didn’t include the theory 
of creation,” Ford said. Fellow 
board 
member 
Thomas 
G. 
Harward of Needles, also a 
medical doctor, agreed. 
Harvard said the teachings of 
evolution 
are “ chock-full of 
holes” poked by scientists who 
subscribe to the biblical theory 
of the origin of life. 
Richard A. Smith, chairman 
of the San Jose State College 
Natural 
Science Department, 
defended 
the 
report saying 
there was no attempt to impose 
one 
belief or 
a 
“ political 
thrust.” 
“ Science must be apolitical 
and without bias or we are 
unable by the very nature of 
science to learn the truths of 
the universe,” Smith said.

Delay to be requested 
on water quality rules 


Counsel for the Santa Ynez 
River Water Conservation Dis­ 
trict said today district offi­ 
cials, along with other water­ 
shed authorities, are requesting 
the state to delay implementa­ 
tion of specific programs for 
water quality control due to be 
aired at a public hearing in 
Santa Barbara Oct. 17. 
Stanley Hatch, of Santa Bar­ 
bara, said that as counsel for 
Attorney

ruling 


An attorney for a county wel­ 
fare recipient who has appealed 
a Board of Supervisors order 
terminating payments because 
of a lengthy visit outside the 
country said today he will fight 
any effort to compel his cli­ 
ent to appear at the appeals 
hearing in Sacramento or San­ 
ta Barbara. 
Stanley Hatch, the attorney, 
pointed out that the welfare 
recipient he represents “ is an 
elderly woman’ who shouldn’t 
be subjected to such a proce­ 
dure. 
The woman is now in Van­ 
couver, Canada, under the care 
of relatives who took her with 
them several months ago on a 
temporary visit there, Hatch ex­ 
plained. 
“ To make her return before 
her family is scheduled to re­ 
turn to this county would only 
constitute an extra hardship,” 
Hatch maintained, serving no 
useful purpose. 
County supervisors, in re­ 
cently ordering old age assist­ 
ance payments resumed to the 
woman pending outcome of the 
state appeals hearing, had asked 
Hatch if his client would ap­ 
pear personally. 
Hatch says he is endeavoring 
to learn whether she will be 
asked to appear at the hearing 
conducted by an officer for the 
State Department of Social Wel­ 
fare. He said he believed the 
hearing would be held in eith­ 
er Sacramento or Santa Bar­ 
bara. 
Hatch said he agreed with 
county supervisors in efforts 
to stamp out welfare frauds, 
but added he didn’t agree with 
them In their 4-1 vote Sept. 
2 to cut off payments to five 
recipients said to be visiting 
in Canada, England and the 
Philippines. He said he felt the 
supervisors hadn’t known all the 
details of the case he repre­ 
sented, or several of the oth­ 
ers. 
The 
supervisors, 
under 
threat of mandamus proceed­ 
ings by Hatch, on Monday had 
voted 4-1 to resume payments 
to the woman now in Vancouver 
pending a hearing to determ­ 
ine eligibility. 
Hatch told the supervisors 
— several of whom had seem­ 
ed to balk at renewing pay­ 
ments at least temporarily — 
that they would be defying a 
court order if they didn’t do so.

ta Ynez River basin include 
the “ immediate removal of all 
remaining horn water softeners 
in the city of Lompoc,” as a 
“ first step in improving the ad­ 
verse salt balance in the Lom­ 
poc subarea,” a board report 
reveals. 
Hatch said it was possible 
that the water control body 
might ask for a similar ban on 
water softeners in other basin 
areas 
Including Solvang, the 
second highest concentration of 
population other than Lompoc.

F. Twitchell, dis­ 
trict 
secretary, 
explained 
this stand in a letter received 
by the County Water Conserva­ 
tion and Flood Control District. 
Twitchell pointed out the San- 
ta Maria Valley district in­ 
cludes only the north one-half 
of Santa Maria Valley, including 
most of the city of Santa Ma­ 
rla. 
He said the district 
feels 
that the demand for supple­ 
mental northern California wa­ 
ter within the district boundar­ 
ies “ will be for water for muni­ 
cipal and industrial use within 
the city of Santa Maria.” 
District officials do not feel, 
Twitchell added, that the dis­ 
trict can contract fbr water at 
the estimated $100per acre foot 
charge for agricultural purpos­ 
es. 
However, 
Twitchell showed 


that the district feels the San­ 
ta Maria area should be includ­ 
ed in planning for supplemental 
water under the contract the 
county has signed with the State 
Department of Water Resourc­ 
es. 
The southern half of the San­ 
ta Maria 
Valley, he said, is 
not located either in the boun­ 
daries of the district or city, 
but likely will need water for 
both municipal and industrial 
use. 
“ This is an area of rapid in­ 
dustrial growth,” he declared. 
Twitchell said the County Wa­ 
ter Conservation and Flood Con­ 
trol District is the only rep- 
resentative of this area, as no 
local agency serves it. 


Growth of industry and pop- 
ulation in this area will cause 
a need for supplemental water 
prior to the year 2000, 
the 
county was told. No estimate 
on amount is possible by dis­ 
trict officials, 
according to 
Twitchell.

By RICHARD LERNER 
WASHINGTON 
(UPI) -The 
antiwar 
forces 
that 
helped 
drive Lyndon B. Johnson from 
the White House last year are 
taking dead aim for the first 
time at Richard M. Nixon in a 
concerted new campaign to end 
U. S. military involvement in 
Vietnam. 


After a year of relatively 
mild dissent, opponents of the 
war will seek next Wednesday 
in cities across the nation to 
“ maximize public pressure” on 
the 
President through mass 
rallies, door-to-door canvass­ 
ing and wide exposure of their 
objectives. 


The 
Vietnam 
Moratorium 
Committee sponsoring the Oct. 
15 protest is urging laborers 
and 
businessmen 
to 
stop 
working, 
merchants to close 
their shops and school officials 
to cancel classes. They want to 
show antiwar sentiment is not 
confined to pacifists, leftists, 
militant students and a smat­ 
tering of over-30 liberals. 


The 
committee, 
composed 
prim arily of young people who 
worked 
in 
the 
presidential 
campaigns of Sens Eugene J. 
McCarthy, D-Minn., and Robert 
F. Kennedy, D-N. Y., say they 
hope to convince Nixon that the 
majority of Americans are in 
favor of an immediate pullout 
from Vietnam. 
They also seek to demon­ 
strate that opposition to th^ 
war has not been defused by 
Nixon’s decisions to cut draft 
inductions by 50,000 men in the 


last quarter of the year and to 
withdraw 
60,000 
men 
from 
Vietnam. 
Thousands of Americans from 
all walks of life, including some 
members of Congress, plan to 
take part in Moratorium Day 
activities. Nixon has said the 
demonstrations will not affect 
his Vietnam decisions. A leader 
of 
the 
mo/ement 
says 
an 
objective of the movement is to 
change the President’s mind. 


David 
Hawk, 
a 
former 
McCarthy worker and one of 
the committee’s national coor­ 
dinators, said: 
“ We think he’ll see political 
suicide in not ending the war. 
He knows there are primaries 
and congressional elections in 
1970 and if he doesn’t bring the 
troops home, Democrats are 
going to get elected. He’ll learn 
the same thing L B J ran into.

Sen. McCarthy’s success in 
the first Democratic presiden­ 
tial primary, in New Hamp­ 
shire, last year —he came close 
to 
outpolling 
Johnson -^vas 
credited 
in

Johnson’s Vietnam policy. John­ 
son 
subsequently 
announced 
March 31 he would not seek or 
accept his party’s nomination 
for another term. 
Despite Senate 
Republican 
Leader Hugh Scott’s recent call 
for a 60-day moratorium on 
criticism of the Nixon Adminis­ 
tration’s Vietnam policies, this 
first major antiwar demonstra- 


tion since Nixon took office has 
gained support on Capitol Hill. 
Sens. Edmund S. Muskie of 
Maine, George S. McGovern of 
South Dakota and Edward M.

ultimate revenue-raiser would 
be a taxation tax, or a tax on 
other taxes.

This brought a reproof from 
David Johnston assistant editor 
of the Milford (Conn.) Citizen, 
who accused me of prophesying 
retrospectively. 
“ Lyndon B. Johnson beat you 
to it,” he wrote. “ He called it a 
surtax.” 
A good point' But technically 
inaccurate. As I shall presently 
demonstrate. 
To understand the difference 
between the taxation tax and 
the surtax we must recognize 
that 
there 
are 
two 
basic 
concepts, or systems, of taxa­ 
tion. 


First we have the vertical, or 
inverted 
pyramid, 
system, 
which looks like this: 
XXXX

(The taxpayer should think of 
himself as standing beneath the 
bottom X.) 
In the vertical system, we 
start out with a certain kind of 
levy, say a real estate tax, and 
keep adding to it. Each time 
more revenue is needed, we 
increase the real esteate tax. 
Thus the tax buildup comes in 
layers, one atop the other. 


The other system of taxation 
is the horizontal, or stairstep, 
concept, which looks like this: 
X 
XX

Enact Different Tax 
Here again we start out with 
a 
certain 
kind 
of 
levy 
(represented b> the first X on 
the left on the bottom row). 
But rather than add to it as 
more revenue is needed, we 
enact a different kind of tax. 
As one tax takes its place 
alongside the next, we get a 
horizontal buildup with the tax 


structure rising like stairsteps. 
All clear? Very well. 
The 
surtax 
mentioned by 
Johnston was indeed a tax of a 
tax, but it was placed atop 
another tax (in this case, the 
income tax), which made it a 
pyramid, or vertical, tax. 
On 
the 
other 
hand, 
the 
taxation 
tax I had in mind 
would be a horizontal levy, 
taking its place at the end of 
the 
line 
and 
taxing 
many 
different types of other taxes. 
I 
trust 
this 
explains the 
difference to everyone’s satis­ 
faction.

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German democracy 


Nations, like individuals, progress step by step—usually 
bv very small steps. But West Germany is taking a m o­ 
mentous stride forward with the new government e m e rg ­ 
ing from last month’s parliamentary elections. 
Barring last-minute changes in the script—not likely but 
always possible in politics anywhere—the new Bundestag 
will meet Oct 20 to confirm the coalition cabinet of Willy 
Brandt’s Social Democrats and the tiny F'ree Democratic- 
party. Into the opposition go the Christian Democrats, the 
party, .still the country’s largest, that has guided the fra­ 
gile German democracy since it sprouted from the debris 
of the Third Reich two decades back. 
Only that democracy is no longer so fragile, as this elec­ 
tion has demonstrated, fc^stablishing a democracy on paper 
IS no great problem, by far the easiesi part of the business 
ol representative government 
Many nations have gotten 
this far,, often repeatedly. Making it work is something 
else again, an achievement which poses a number of tests, 
the most crucial of which may well be the orderly tran s­ 
ference of power. 
The P>onn republic passed part of this test six years ago 
when Konrad Adenauer (who had a strong affinity for the 
l.ouis XIV attitude in identifying himself with the state he 
had led since its founding) reluctantly but finally sur­ 
rendered the chancellorship 
B.ut 
although power w'as 
fiansferred with reasonable order from Adenauer, first to 
Ludwig Krhard and then to Kurt Kiesinger. current out-

In turning now from the Christian Democrats to the 
Brandt coalition, Germ any is completing the crucial test. 
This, more than the prospective innovations in G erm an 
politics and policies, is the most significant result at this 
point of the election—more significant than the setback to 
the neo-Nazi National Democratic party, which, however, 
made possible the Brandt coalition. If the National Demo­ 
crats had gained the necessary 5 per cent of the total na­ 
tional vote to win a foothold in the Bundestag, the Social 
Democrats and Christian Democrats most probably would 
have found it necessary to continue their “ grand coalition” 
against the common threat 


To recognize how encouraging the situation is louay le- 
(luires only a backward glance at Bonn’s democratic prede­ 
cessor. the Weimar Republic. Twenty years after its post 
World War I founding, Weimar had riot only failed to pass 
the tests of a functioning democracy but was no longer in 
existence. The Nazis were ram pant and had plunged the 
w'orld into a new war 


G erm ans obviously have not only learned from history, 
they are no longer in any particular need of advice on 
making a democracy work. Which is good news for G e r­ 
mans and the rest of us alike 


Business license ordinance 


The proposed amendments to the busi­ 
ness license ordinance appear to be reat* 
dy for adoption. 
The city council is not quite ready; 
wanting to put in just a little more study 
on such important legislation. But from 
City Attorney Jim Longtin’s comments on 
the proposed ordinance the other night 
it appears he and the other members of 
the Business License Committee have 
pretty well covered all of the details. 
Fourteen people attended the public 
hearing on the ordinance Tuesday lught 
and some asked questions and voiced 
complaints, all of which Longtin ans­ 
wered satisfactorily. 
Maybe not satisfactorily to the per­ 
son compalining, but Longtin stated the 
only position the city could take lathe 
specific situation and it is ai^arent that 
in the long run the proposed changes will 
work the best for the city and for the 
businesses. 
The main reason for going into the busi­ 
ness license ordinance at all is to elimi­ 
nate many and glaring inequities in the 
present law. 
Although a few problems 
will undoubtedly pop 14) many more have 
been eliminated — to the benefit of most 
of the smaller businesses. 
For example, 
Longtin 
has stated 
many times, at the present a vending 
machine operator is paying $5 per ma­ 
chine for 30 machines. This amounts to 
$150 a year which is the minimum any 
business in town is paying. 
So, says Longtin, you have the vending 
machine business, 
which is grossing 
under $50,000 a year paying the same 
fee the highest income businesses (over 
$500,000) are paying. 
The new plan would tax all but a 


few specific 
businesses on the basis 
of gross annual income. The others would 
pay a flat rate. 
The minimum rate has been increased 
$5 to $30 a year for those grossing under 
$50,000. 
TTie maximum rate has been 
increased $50 to $200 for those gross- 
ing over half a million dollars a year. 
City Clerk 
Wilma Thomas, also a 
member of the license committee, said 
the city has eight or nine businesses in 
the highest category. 
All the other businesses grossing 
amounts in between pay according to the 
graduating scale. 
Among the more interesting questions 
raised Tuesday was, “ Why stop at that 
particular maximum? Why not go on up 
with higher rates for businesses mak­ 
ing considerably more than $500,000per 
year?” 
It was explained that groups seeking 
new industry for Lomoc, such as the 
Chamber of Commerce, wanted to estab­ 
lish a reasonable maximum to prevent 
scaring away potential new industry. 
Also, if out of town businesses are 
allowed to compete with in town business­ 
es shouldn't the out of town businesses 
be taxed more to protect the in town busi­ 
ness? 
The city cannot discriminate against 
out of town businesses by establishing 
a higher rate. However, the out of town 
business is taxed according to its over­ 
all gross income, rtot just on the income 
derived from its business within Lom­ 
poc.

Washington Calling by Marquis Childs 
GOP dissent 


WASHINGTON — The Supreme Court 
opened the fall term with a vacant chair. 
The controversy over the fitness of Judge 
Clement F. Haysworth Jr. to ocdupythat 
seat promises to go on for some time. 
For the Republican party deeply divided 
this is an acute embarrassment. 
If the President had set out to find a 
nominee bound to become a rallying point 
for the southern Democrats and conser­ 
vative Republicans he could hardly have 
done better. Nor could he have found a 
figure more likely to stir the opposi­ 
tion of the moderate-liberal wing of his 
party in the Senate. 
Important as the Haynsworth affair 
is in 
itself, 
since 
when confirmed he 
will serve for life, 
it has almost great­ 
er significance in the 
context of a party di- — 
, 
vided against itself. 
The deeply troubling v. \ 
question is whether 
the Republican par­ 
ty can face forward 
and govern the coun­ 
try or whether it is 
doomed to look back like Lot’s wife at 
a past forever gone. And Lot’s wife, let 
it be remembered, was turned into salt. 
The lightning flash was Sen. Edward 
Brooke’s letter to the President call­ 
ing on him to withdraw the Haynsworth 
nomination. 
From Massachusetts, the 
only Negro in the Senate, Brooke sub­ 
mitted his letter to the 10 or 11 mod­ 
erate - liberal Republicans most con­ 
cerned. With one or two excentlons 
they approved it. 
These are the men who can give the 
party a forward direction. They are 
challenging the Republican in the White 
House on one issue after another. And 
more often than not, as in the Hayns­ 
worth affair, they are outflanked by the 
conservatives allied with the south. 
To say that these men are motivated 
soley by noble idealism would be ab­ 
surd. What politician is? They must be 
re-elected if they are to stay in pub­ 
lic life and they know only too well 
how strong is labor - civil rights oppo­ 
sition to Haynsworth outside the south. 
In this light they see Haynsworth as 
the front man for the Nixon southern 
strategy. He is a gift to the Thurmonds, 
the Towers, the Hruskas and the East- 
lands — the southerners dug in for 
last - dtich resistance to integration of 
the races. 
The frankest exposition of the strate­ 
gy based on the south and the west, let­ 
ting the eastern seaboard in the clas­ 
sic Goldwater prescription be cut off 
to drift out to sea, is in Keven Phil­ 
lips’ book, “The Emerging Republican 
Majority.’’ A special assistant to Nixon 
campaign manager John N. Mitchell, 
the 28-year-old Phillips is now a special 
assistant to Mitchell as attorney gen­ 
eral. Using maps and charts as he did 
in the campaign, Phillips sets out to 
prove that the Nixon - Wallace strength 
last year, 57 per cent of the total vote 
is the profile of the Republican majori­ 
ty of the future. 
“ . . .Having achieved statewide suc­ 
cess only in the deep south,’’ Phillips 
writes, “ and facing competition from a 
southern Republicanism mindful of its 
opportunity, the (George) Wallace move­ 
ment cannot maintain an adequate jx)- 
litical base and is bound to serve, like 
past American third parties, as a way 
station for groups abandoning one party 
for another. Some Wallace voters were 
long-time Republicans but the great ma­ 
jority were conservative Democrats who 
have been moving — and should continue 
to do so — toward the G.O, P. ’’ 
In this Interpretation the party can 
easily afford to lose Massachusetts, New 
York and Michigan. Phillips would throw 
in the top 10 states carried by Hubert 
Humphrey - Hawaii, Washington, Min­ 
nesota, 
West 
Virginia, 
Connecticut, 
Rhode Island and Maine as well as 
New York, Michigan and Massachusetts 
— and still come out with a Republican 
lead. 
This may be a valid statistical theory. 
If the off-term elections mean anything, 
it has a few flaws. Out of five House 
seats up this year the Democrats have 
won four. In Massachusetts a Demo­ 
crat, Michael J. Harrington, was elec- 
ted to a seat the Republicans had held 
singe 1865. He defeated a famous name, 
William L. SaltonstaJl, son of form­ 


er Sen. Leverett Saltonstall. 
The three other seats the Democrats 
won were in Wisconsin, Montana and 
Tennessee. The Republican victory was 
that of Barry Goldwater Jr., elected to 
fill a vacancy in Goldwater country in 
Southern California. 
As sign and symbol of the southern 
strategy the Haynsworth nomination will 
have repercussions far into the future. 
That has happened before. Perhaps the 
fiercest fight ever over a Supreme 
Court nominee followed Woodrow Wil­ 
son’s choice in 1916 of Louis D. Bran- 


deis to be associate justice. That con­ 
troversy raged for four months, with 
the charge that Brandies was a radical 
with socialist tendencies. With this went 
an undercurrent of anti-semitism. ' 
Brandeis was confirmed by a vote of 
47 to 22. The vote, it should be noted, 
was on almost straight party lines, only 
three Republicans voting to confirm. 
And Brandeis, it should also be noted, 
became one of the most - distinguished 
judges ever to sit on the court.

The annexation will almost double the 
size of the city by 4.78 square miles, 
and increase the population between 1,400 
and 1,500 inmates and FCI employes. 


Wahlers estim ates the population In­ 
crease will bring an extra $20,000 to $25,- 
000 in revenue for the city on motor 
vehicle license fee, gas tax, franchise 
tax and cigarette tax rebates from the 
state.

Nixon receives 
Latin America 
proposals

WASHINGTON (UPI)—President Nixon 
invited Nelson A. Rockefeller to the White 
House today to discuss the New York 
governor’s proposals for changing UjS. 
policy in Latin American. One suggestion 
would increase m ilitary aid to offset 
reported growing communist subversion 
there. 
Before meeting with Rockefeller, the 
President was to undergo what 
White 
House officials described as a routine 
physical check at Bethesda Naval Hos­ 
pital in suburban Maryland. It was the 
first examination since Jan. 2 for Nixon, 
who returned to Washington Sunday night 
after a restful weekend in Key Biscayne, 
Fla. 


Rockefeller’s recommendations, num­ 
bering about 80 in all, were based on 
conclusions he reached last spring dur­ 
ing visits to 20 Latin American countries. 
The trips, which led to violent demon­ 
strations in several nations, were made 
at the President’s request and the pro­ 
posals were submitted to him recently 
in a 137-page report, which was to be 
released today. 
The report warned armed Marxist 
subversion posed a serious threat 
in 
the Western hemisphere and said 
the 
concern voiced by Government officials 
was justified. It also defended 
the ef­ 
forts of some Latin m ilitary regim es to 
help the oppressed, although it describ­ 
ed their methods as somewhat author­ 
itarian. 


“ At the moment, there is only one 
C astro among the 26 nations of the 
hem isphere,” the report said. “ TJiere 
can well be more in the future.” 
The Rockefeller report called 
for 
technical changes to reduce the visible 
U.S. m ilitary presence in Latin America. 
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Massive troop alert told 
for D.C. demonstrations 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - An unspeci­ 
fied number of troops have been alert­ 
ed for possible movement into the Wash­ 
ington area during this week’s antiwar 
demonstrations, it was disclosed today. 
The units alerted are more than 100 
miles from Washington and are in addi­ 
tion to 28,000 men — 10,000 of them in 
organized units — already available for 
duty in event of trouble. 


The District of Columbia’s National 
Guard force of 2,700 also is available. 
Justice 
Department 
officials 
have 
warned of possible violence during the 
demonstrations, particularly on Saturday 
the 15th, in refusing to issue leaders 
of the antiwar protest a permit for a 
m ass march on Pennsylvania Avenue. 
A 
Defense 
Department spokesman, 
Jerry W. Freidheim said an alert ad­ 
visory was sent to some commanders 
of units more than 100 miles from 
Washington at the request of the Justice 
Department, which has the prim ary fed­ 
eral responsibility for maintaining order 
during the demonstrations. 


Friedheim said “ certain command­ 
e rs have been advised to assure that 
the responsiveness of their units is ap­ 
propriate to meet possible needs” during 
the demonstrations. 
Friedheim refused to identify the units 
or the number of men involved. Howev­ 
er, they presumably include elements of 
the 82nd Airborne Division at Fort 
Bragg, N.C., which has been among the 
first to be called on for additional 
troops where a possible need arose in 
Washington — such as in the 1967 riots. 


These were other developments in 
connection with the antiwar demonstra­ 
tions: 
—Planners of a Veterans Day “ free­ 
dom rally” at the Washington Monument, 
where the protesters plan to assemble 
later in the week, predicted today a turn­ 
out of 10,000 or more Tuesday to de­ 
monstrate support for President Nixon’s 
Vietnam policy. 
-Sen. John G. Tower, R-Tex., told a 
news conference “ I think we have gotten 
a mistaken impression the protesters 
speak out for a majority of the peo­ 
p le.” 
He said “ it is time to do some­ 
thing” to counter this. 
—Vice President Spiro T. Agnew said 
in a Philadelphia speech the demonstra­ 
tions against the war were pointless 
and predicted they would decline in popu­ 
larity. 
/ 
“ Turning out a few hundred thousand 
people in a nation of two hundred mil­ 
lion proves nothing in the way of public 
mandate,” Agnew said. Leaders of the 
antiwar protest have predicted half a mil­ 
lion persons will take part in a march 
on Washington Saturday. 


-Sen. Charles A. Goodell, R-N.Y., 
and George S. McGovern, D.-S.D., an­ 
nounced they had accepted invitations to 
speak at the antiwar rally Saturday at 
the Washington Monument. Goodell has 
expressed fears about possible violence 
in the march but said that to turn down 
the bid would be viewed as abandoning 
his antiwar commitment. 
—The Pentagon said it would be perm is­ 
sible for servicem en to take part in 
the demonstrations provided they did not 
wear uniforms, that they were not sched­ 
uled on duty, and did not commit a 
“breach of law and o rd er.”

Freed G Is comment on 
Viet Cong treatment

SAIGON 
(UPI)—“ I’d 
think 
twice 
before I ’d fight them 
again.” 
“They had the opportunity to 
kill me and didn't. I really 
appreciate them sparing my 
life .” 
“ I don’t hate them, but I still 
consider them my enem y.” 
The comments were those of 
three young GIs freed last week 
by the Viet Cong. They told 
newsmen about their captivity 
before flying home for medical 
treatm ent today. 
In blue hospital pajam as and 
sandals, the three, all 22 years 
old, 
appeared 
relaxed, 
and 
healthy as they recounted their 
experiences at a brief news 
conference. 
The men are Pfc. Coy R. 
Tinsley of Cleveland, Tenn.; 
Spec. 4 Jam es R. Strickland Jr. 
of Dunn, 
N.C., and Spec. 4 
Willie A. Watkins of Sumter, 
S.C. Strickland and 
Watkins 
were held 22 months, Tinsley 
eight months. 
All 
said 
they 
had 
been 
treated well by the Viet Cong 
and had spent most of their 
tim e 
eating 
rice, 
playing 
checkers and talking. They said 
they still 
supported 
United 
States presence in Vietnam. 
“ You 
can 
call 
them our 
enemy or anything you want,” 
said Strickland. “ But they had 
the opportunity to kill me and 
didn’t. I really appreciate them 
sparing my life.” 
“I was wounded when they 
captured m e,” said Tinsley. 
“ They took real good care of 
me. I’d think twice before I ’d 
fight them again.” 
The three had been m em bers 
of the U.S. A rm y’s Am erical 
Division 
operating 
near the 
northern 
coast. 
They 
were 
released Wednesday near Tam 
Ky, 
340 m iles northeast of 
Saigon. None knew why he was 
freed. 


“ We never gave up Hope," 
Watkins said. “ I never figured 
we’d get out until after the war. 
We were treated good. I don’t 
hate them, but I still consider 
them my enem y.” 
T he men told of hours of 
boredom during their captiviti- 
ty, of eating rice three tim es a 
day, of waking each day about 
5 a.m . and doing exercises for 
a few minutes, of idling away 
the hours until bedtime. 
“ Mostly we just sat around 
talking,” Watkins said. “We 
slept a lot. They gave us some 
playing cards and we made a 
chess and checker set. Always 
rice, that’s all we ate.” 
Although Watkins said politi­ 
cal indoctrination was kept to a 
minimum, he told newsmen the 
Viet Cong often mentioned how 
they supported antiwar demon­ 
strations in the United States. 
Asked 
about 
his 
attitude 
toward 
the 
war, 
the 
South 
Carolina GI said: “ I still feel 
we 
shouldn’t 
just 
pull 
our 
troops out of here. But it is 
time 
for 
the 
ARVN 
(South 
Vietnamese army) to take over 
this business.” 
The men underwent intensive 
medical observation and tests 
in a Long Binh hospital near 
Saigon. 
They were declared 
healthy 
but

In an interview, Mansfield 
called attention to “ a little 
item” 
in the $20.7 billion 
weapons 
bill Congress sent 
President Nixon Thursday. The 
provision said no money given 
the Pentagon may “ be used to 
carry out any research project 
or study unless such project or 
study has a direct and apparent 
relationship 
to 
a 
specific 
military function.” 
This means, Mansfield said 
with 
a smile, “ nonmission 
research and development is a 
thing of the past. 
“ The amount expended last 
year was $400 million,” he said, 
drawing it out -“ four-hundred 
-million—dollars.” 
Mansfield said he did not 
share the bitterness of some 
Senate liberals and economiz­ 
ers over the outcome of the 
military bill. During 10 weeks 
debate, they had managed to 
cut out or trim many weapons 
systems, but the House re­ 
stored the cuts and the House 
view prevailed in the final 
compromise measure which the 
Senate grudgingly sent Nixon. 
The liberals felt they had 
labored in vain but Mansfield 
said “ the foundations are laid. 
The Pentagon’s days of asking 
and receiving are over.” 
As an example, he pointed to 
the 
provision 
on 
military- 
sponsored research. 
He said the Pentagon could 
no longer pay for studies on 
“ the life habits of the auk.” 
“ If the Smithsonian wants to 
do it—fine. But they couldn’t 
get the funds.” 
He passed around to repor­ 
ters a Senate speech he had 
delivered on the subject in 
which he said a reasonable 
standard would be for the 
Pentagon to spend no more 
than a quarter of what the

asks Professor Nash 


How much wilderness do we want? 
How much can we afford to have? These 
were questions posed by Dr. Roderick 
Nash, of UCSB as he presented a talk 
and slides on “Conservation of Our Wild­ 
erness Areas” for the Lompoc-Vanden- 
ber Branch of American Association of 
University Women. 
Introduced by Mrs. Howard Dyste, 
member of the group studying theAAUW 
topic “This Beleaguered Earth — Can 
Man Survive,” Dr. Nash expressed con­ 
cern that the wilderness areas will soon 
be “ loved to death,” as some parks al­ 
ready have been, with campers, boats, 
and facilities for accommodating great 
numbers of people. 
“Overpopulation is at the root of all 
our problems of civilization. With popu­ 
lation doubling in 35 years, it will be a 
serious challenge to maintain a balance 
of steel and stone,” Dr. Nash declared.

strength on the basis of the 
average strength of up to seven 
different species of wood. The 
values would be weighted in 
accordance with the volume of 
each species growing in U.S. 
forests. 
“ That is to say," the letter to 
Stans said, “ the strength and 
stiffhess values of the lumber 
that is manufactured and sold 
would be based not upon the 
lumber that is actually being 
used in our homes and schools 
but rather upon the wood that 
is not being u<ed because it is 
still in the forest."

WASHINGTON (UPI) - For 
every cloud created by the 
Department of Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare (HEW), the 
Department of Agriculture may 
have a silver lining. 
I offer this bit of philosophy 
to the manufacturers of cycla- 
mates in hopes it will be of 
some comfort to them in their 
present hour of travail. 
It was undoubtedly a hard 
blow to the cyclamate industry 
to have its product ordered off 
the 
market by 
HEW after 
concentrated doses apparently 
caused cancer in rats. But that 
doesn’t necessarily mean that 
cyclamates have no future. 
Now that they are no longer 
being sold as artificial sweete­ 
ners, perhaps they can be used 
commercially for rat control. 
This possibility occured tome 
as I was reading some press 
releases telling of research 
being done by the Agriculture 
Department in the insecticide 
field. 
In these experiments, the 
department is taking an in­ 
direct 
approach 
to 
insect 
control. Rather than kill bugs 
outright, it is seeking ways to 
do them in without causing the 
environmental 
problems that 
pesticides create. 
The research has produced 
some rather bizarre results. 
Last summer, for instance, a 
couple of chemists working 
with 
pink 
bollworm 
moths 
produced 
a 
synthetic 
sex 
attractant that was stronger 
than the real thing. 
In other words, the stuff they 
made in the lab would turn on 
a male pink bollworm moth 
faster than the female moth’s 
own natural lure. 
The 
potential 
that 
this 
development offers for insect 
control is staggering, as the 
Agriculture Department 
was 
quick to point out. 
“ Hexalure, the product that 
the scientists ended up with, 
smells like freshly cut grass to 
man,” it said. “ To male pink 
bollworms, 
it 
smells like 
romance and perpetuation of 
the species. 
But 
if enough 
males were attracted to traps 
with hexalure, 
the 
outcome 
would be self-annihilation. With­ 
out mates, female moths could 
not produce fertile eggs and the 
pests would die out.’

Increasing demands placed 
on the office of County Petrol­ 
eum Engineer David K. Bick-

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Crime doesn’t pay 


At last count, some two-dozen major cities had adopted 
the exact-change plan in their public transportation sys­ 
tems. 
Under this plan, a bus or rapid transit rider must deposit 
the exact fare in coins or a ticket he has purchased in ad­ 
vance, or else receive change for a bill in script, which he 
can later redeem at designated locations. 
After some initial grumbling, the method has been gen­ 
erally accepted by riders and has been found to increase 
efficiency of operations by relieving drivers of the distract­ 
ing business of change-making 
But the major purpose 
behind the idea—deterring robberies—has been even more 
dramatically realized. 
Most cities report impressive decreases in the number of 
attacks on drivers, who no longer have to carry large 
amounts of money to make change. In Cleveland, Ohio, for 
example, where scores of robberies and one or two killings 
of bus drivers used to be registered every year, the prob­ 
lem has been reduced virtually to zero. 
This raises some interesting thoughts. One wonders what 
has happened to those hoodlums who once made a specialty 
of preying on bus drivers Undoubtedly they have gone into

other lines of crime, but it is at least possible that some 
would-be criminal beginners have been forced to stay 
straight simply because, in this instance at least, crime is 
no longer practical. 
One wonders what would happen if an equivalent of the 
exact-change plan could be devised for other categories of 
crim e that figure prominently in the F B I ’s annual index— 
for banks, perhaps, where modern interior design of open­ 
ness and friendliness actually invites robbery. 


One wonders what would happen to the homicide rate, 
the bulk of which is accounted for by unpremeditated m u r ­ 
ders of passion involving family m em bers or friends, if the 
general availability of firearms were reduced. 
One wonders what would happen if our city streets were 
so well-lighted and so well-patrolled that mugging were 
transformed into a highly riskv way of making a living. 


Criminals, they say, are not born but made. And one 
neglected factor in their making is that society has never 
undertaken, nor been willing to pay for, a really com pre­ 
hensive and scientific exploration' of the field' of crime 
deterrence. 


Going legal 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
The headlines go to student morator­ 
iums, demonstrationsand marches and to 
judge-baiting in Chicaeo. 
But some quite new shifts in tactics 
now being instituted by student groups 
across the United States promise to be 
considerably 
more 
significant 
in 
changing the nation’s universities, and, 
if successful there, in bringing student 
influence to bear on national and inter­ 
national problems. 
—Students are turning to the new to 
get college rules, regulations and admin­ 
istrative procedures changing. They’re 
employing highly paid attorneys from 
some of the nation’s largest and most 
prestigous firms. 
— In a number of test cases, students 
are taking college athorities to court on 
student rights. Attorneys say the young 
people are winning a majority of these 
cases. 
The college 
ad­ 
ministrators, 
these 
students and their at­ 
torneys assert, over 
the years have grown 
so used to exercising 
power 
they 
have 
grown slack in their 
methods and make 
their decisions with- 
A 
out due regard 
to 
* 
common legal prac­ 
tices. 
Attorneys 
claim college officials are thus like 
sitting ducks when brought to court. 
Legal procedures these students are 
following now must not be confused with 
the circuslike stage show now going 
on in Chicago in which Black Panther 
chief Bobby Seale, David Dellinger and 
six others are on trial for their activi­ 
ties in Chicago during the Democratic 
national convention last year. The stu­ 
dent cases this column refers to are 
straight legal cases fought according 
to established procedures. 
— Students are 
using 
mediators— 
usually skilled attorneys—to negotiate 


with college officials in long sessions re­ 
miniscent of labor union-management 
bargaining. These meetings are aimed 
at securing 
concessions 
on 
student 
rights. 


Students on a growing number of uni­ 
versity campuses thus are using the 
most 
effective techniques 
of 
the 
more successful labor unions—bargain­ 
ing, getting experts to do research and 
to tell them what their rights are, using 
the courts. 


The next stop may well be that student 
associations or other student groups, like 
labor unions, may well ask for certifi­ 
cation as bargaining agents for the under­ 
graduate 
and graduate men and women 
on campus. 


Lobbying groups composed of paid 
professionals— legal or publicity ex­ 
perts—may be sent to state legislators 
and to Congress to quietly work on the 
lawmakers in the traditional manner. 
These steps could be highly effective. 
The students and student groups in­ 
volved in this new trend seem to have 
ample funds. They have a large cons­ 
tituency that has shown an ability to get 
involved emotionally. 
In maneuvering thus far, students 
have been fighting principally for a loos­ 
ening of college regulations on how and 
where they shall live, on how they may 
be expelled, who shall deal with them 
and under what rules when accused of 
campus violations and for a larger 
student voice in college policy.

W ashington C alling by M arquis Childs 
Deep division 


WASHINGTON — The warning neon 
lights in the President’s Vietnam speech 
is national “humiliation.” Clearly im­ 
plied were the disastrous consequences 
in a divided 
America of a retreat-and- 
run pull-out from the war. 
The President has every 
reason to 
know what these con­ 
sequences can be, for 
he rose to political 
power 
in 
the era 
when “who lost Chi­ 
na?” 
was a rallying 
cry for the right. Sus- 
i C ' 
picion, fear, reckless 
i 
charges 
were 
the 
^ 
hallmarks of that era 
| | 
as a hopeless policy 
ended 
with the rout 
of the corrupt and hopeless regime of 
Chiang Kai-Shek on the mainland. 
The 
American commitment to Viet­ 
nam is in many ways 
deeper than the 
commitment to China. No Americans 
died in combat to “save China” in the 
critical period after the end of World 
War II. 
The toll in Vietnam approach­ 
es 
42,000 American dead and 250,000 
wounded. 
Every 
indicator shows that a large 
majority of the American people want to 
get out of Vietnam as quickly as possi­ 
ble. But with the specter of “national 
humiliation,” the threat of a blood bath 
with the Catholic refugees from the north 
as the conspicuous 
victims, the ten­ 
sions arelikely to grow. They are al­ 
ready taking hold and they can be ex­ 
ploited as they were in the McCarthyist 
era of the late ’40s 
and early ’50s. 
The 
National 
Guard is preparing a 
demonstration of patriotism 
as a re­ 
sponse 
to the second Vietnam 
mora­ 
torium organized for Nov. 13 to 15. This 
is to be a peaceful protest with a display 
of the flag and other outward signs of 
loyalty. Yet it is the first time the Guard 
has ever organized such a demonstra­ 
tion on a nationwide scale. 
The November moratorium may gooff 
as peacefully and as successfully as did 
the October show. But the fact can nev­ 
er be ignored that a very small minori­ 
ty of extremists believe in disruption 
and violence. They want to bring the sys­ 
tem down and nothing would serve their 
purpose better than street fighting be­ 
tween right and left. 
At this juncture no one would suggest 
the 
remotest analogy. But that was the 
pattern in Germany in the aftermath of 
defeat — a national humiliation — in the 
first world war. This must be a sober­ 
ing thought for the ardent and, for the 
most part, deeply 
sincere protesters 
organizing the second anti-war demon­ 
stration. 
Since all the evidence points to the 
contrary with respect to the October 
demonstration — the subsequent rise of 
Mr. Nixon’s rating in the polls on the is­ 
sue of his Vietnam policy — they must 
also ask what they can hope to achieve. 
In that fine bureaucratic 
phrase the 
second moratorium may also be coun­ 
terproductive in exerting any influence 
on the President 
or, for that matter, 
on the broad spectrum of public opin­ 
ion. 
The various anti-war 
committees 
are planning a march on Washington of 
hundreds of thousands on the last day of 
the moratorium. 
They put the figure 
as high as 200,000 coming from all over 
the country. While this may be part of 
the euphoria of the young leaders of the 
anti-war movement, the number will be 
large 
as universities and colleges ar­ 
range for charter buses and planes to 
con\e to the capital. One phase of the pro­ 
gram is a “ March Against Death,” a 
continuous, 
40-hours, 
single-file pro­ 
cession from Arlington National Ceme­ 
tery to the capitol, 
concluding at mid­ 
morning on the 15th. The marchers will 
then join a rally on the ellipse behind 
the White House “featuring hundreds of 
thousands of participants” with speech­ 
es by leading anti-war figures, the mi­ 
meographed release says. 
So staunch an anti-war figure as Sen. 
J. William Fulbright, chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee, 
has expressed grave concern over this 
outpouring. He 
suggests that it could 
easily get out of hand and end in bad 
trouble and mass arrests. 
If that hap- 
pens there should be no doubt about the 
reaction of President Nixon’s constitu­ 
ency, the great middle mass of Ameri­ 
cans. They would be on the side of law 


and order and against the demonstrators. 
As for the President, he surely sees, 
as he suggested in his speech, the po­ 
tential threat of the divisiveness of the 
McCarthyist 
era when he so actively 
supported the China lobby. That lobby 
was in no small part responsible for 
the paralysis of American policy and 
the hounding out of office of the men 
who 
really understood the peril in 
blank-check backing for Chiang. It is a 
sad commentary that the sterility of this 
policy is evident again today with the 
determined and probably successful ef­ 


fort to keep mainland China out of the 
United States. 
The question unanswered in the speech 
is whether continued and seemingly un­ 
critical 
backing of the government in 
Saigon 
of President Nguyen Van Thieu 
will bring peace and stability to Viet­ 
nam. Mr. Nixon may argue that he has 
no alternative. But that was the reason­ 
ing of those 
who backed Chiang Kai- 
Shek until the day of disaster when he 
fled to Formosa.

Children’s crusade

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
The season’s first ugly episode of 
youthful brutality at Harvard, and lesser 
rumblings at other schools, suggest that 
the beginnings of a necessary major re­ 
education of the young may be deferred 
awhile longer. The year ahead looks 
rough. 
One of the self-serving myths of to­ 
day’s 
aggressive 
college students is 
that 
they a r e the 
“bert 
- educated” 
young people in his­ 
tory. A few months 
ago an observer of 
t h e college scene 
dared to argue that 
they 
might 
be the 
“ most - educated” 
but surely not the 
best. 
Even persons highly sympathetic to 
the stated goals of militant students 
find their rejection of history a gross 
defect. Paul Goodman wrote recently: 
“ . . . their lack of a sense of history 
is bewildering. It is impossible to con­ 
vey to them that the deeds (of history) 
were done by human beings . . . And 
they no longer remember their own his­ 
tory. ” 
Writing in the current Harper’s, Prof. 
John W. Aldridge of the University of 
Michigan calls the militant and other re­ 
sponses of America’s young mere “ ran­ 
dom gestures enacted in a climate o f.. . 
confusion.” Their behavior, he says, is 
shot through with paradoxes, contra­ 
dictions 
and 
inconsistencies. Among 
them he includes "their belief in prog­ 
ress and the perfectibility of man and 
their ignorance of, and indifference to, 
the lessons of history. . .” 
Aldridge’s indictment of their educa­ 
tional incompetence is much harsher 
than even these utterances indicate. 
He finds the young indif erent to mat­ 
ters of quality in both human beings and 
their environment, determined to barbar­ 
ize society even as they say they seek 
to improve it, showing a ‘ boundless ap­ 
petite for banality,” disregarding the 
“inevitability of the evolutionary pro­ 
cess” as they demand immediate revo­ 
lutionary reforms. 
They are charged further with indif­ 
ference to ideas, imaginative litera­ 
ture and the values of humanism. 
And Aldridge is struck by the young’s 
‘ collective vociferousness and militancy 
of manner and (yet) their individual 
inarticulateness and limpness of man­ 
ner,*” not to mention ‘ ‘their passion for 
individuality and their belief in collec­ 
tive action and group conformity.” 
Paul Goodman finds the effects of this 
as he notes: 
“ For all their eccentricity they are 
singularly lacking in personality. They 
do not have enough world to have much 
character.” 
Scholar after scholar has been as­ 
tonished at the insistence of so many 
young in restricting their experience and 
their mental adventure, all the while 
spreading the myth of their educated 
status and devoting themselves to telling 
the universities and the government how 
to run their complicated worlds. 
They seem strangely bent on perma- 
pressing themselves into the children's 
mold gnd walling themselves off from 
others. This reporter has just talked to 
a moderately young congressional aspir- 
ant who uses the phrase * children's cru- 


sade” to describe plans for forcing 
change in the adult realms. 
This 
being so, the words of a psy­ 
chotherapist on children and childhood 
sound peculiarly descriptive and appli­ 
cable to the disruptive activities of to­ 
day’s most militant young. Dr. Sheldon 
B 
Kopp, in the magazine "Voices,” 
appears to be addressing the untutored 
college radicals when he says: 
"We must live, I believe, in the face 
of knowing that man is, ultimately, not 
perfectible. Evil can be redistributed 
but never 
eradicated. 
Each solution 
creates new problems, and the tempta­ 
tion to 
cop out is ever present.” 
The too often sadly ignorant "best- 
educated” young see an inhuman adult 
plot in persisting problems. As Kopp 
says, childlike people “insist the world 
has to be fair . . . or else someone must 
pay.” 
Striving to make them pay, the young 
— acting in humanity’s name — rule of 
the human reservation some 100 mil­ 
lions past 30. These young may be the 
most dehumanized generation in cen­ 
turies.

Senate votes Nixon power 
to bar imports into U.S. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate 
voted today to give the president broad 
authority to bar imports — power Presi­ 
dent Nixon did not seek or want. 
Senators from southern and New Eng­ 
land States which have been hit 
by 
competition from foreign textiles, shoes 
and electronic equipment, joined forc­ 
es to tack onto the Senate’s tax reform 
bill the proposal of Sen. Norris Cotton, 
R-N.H. 
The amendment would permit the White 
House to impose quotas on all cate­ 
gories of imported goods where he finds 
a disruption of a domestic industry. 
The Cotton amendment was adopted 
by a vote of 65 to 30 after senators 
first rejected, 73 to 22, a motion to kill 
it. 
The amendment would give the Presi­ 
dent power to impose restrictions when 
he found that imports “disrupt the do­ 
mestic industry” or cause “injury to 
industries, firms or workers in the 
United States” when the foreign country 
producing those goods restricted im­ 


ports through licenses, tariffs or tax­ 
es.

Army investigation of My Lai, 
made the statement at a news confer­ 
ence at the Defense Department in Wash­ 
ington. 
He had been asked if he felt an inves­ 
tigation by the House Armed Services 
Committee might become a “ white­ 
wash.” 
MacCrate 
restricted his no-white- 
wash reply to the House probe. The 
special 
Pentagon 
board’s investiga­ 
tion is aimed at determining whether 
the original investigation of South Viet­ 
namese civilian deaths at My Lai on 
March 16, 1968, was adequate. 
MacCrate said, however, he and other 
members of the panel. Including Peers, 
would go to Vietnam for further in­ 
vestigation of just what happened at My 
Lai. 
The mission of the Peers group is only 
to determine whether facts were sup­ 
pressed — the Army’s Criminal Investi­ 
gation Division is looking for any evi­ 
dence of war crimes — but MacCrate 
said his grtxip must first determine 
juf*t what the facts were. 
MacCrate refused to discuss testi­ 
mony the Peers board had received so 
far.

—Withdrawal of Israeli forces from

for Kopechne case autopsy

WILKES-BARRE, Pa. (UPI) - A coun­ 
ty judge today refiised a request from 
Massachusetts authorities for an autop­ 
sy on the body of Mary Jo Kopechne, 
who died last summer when an auto driv­ 
en by Sen. Edward M. Kennedy plunged 
into a tidal pond. 
Judge Bernard J. Bromlnskl of Luz­ 
erne County said there was nothing to in­ 
dicate Miss Klpechne, 28, a secretary 
and Kennedy family campaign worker, 
died by “other than asphyxiation by im­ 
mersion.” 


The judge, noting the request for the 
autopsy had referred to blood on the vic­ 
tim’s blouse and in her mouth and nose, 
said “the only positive testimony as to 
these was that this evidence was whole- 
ly consistent with death by drowning.” 


The accident occurred July IScmChap- 
paquiddick Island, Mass. 
In a 14-page opinion, Bromlnskl said 
testimony at a two-day hearing here 
last October noted discrepancies in Sen. 
Kennedy’s televised account and a police 
report of the accident. He said these 
"(k) not alter the determination of the 
cause of death.” 
The girl’s narents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Joseph Kopechne of Berkeley Heights, 
N.J.. had fought the autopsy request. They 
told a news conference after Bromln- 
ski’s ruling they were “very pleased by 
the decision.” 
Mrs. Kopechne, speaking in a low 
voice, said “I’ll come up here very of­ 
ten to see my daughter. I could never 
have gone through that cemetery at near­ 
by l^arksvlUe If 1 knew It had been dis­ 
turbed. I’ll be back.” 
Astronauts to depart 


quarantine bit early

SPACE CENTER, Houston (UPI) - 
The Apollo 12 astronauts, in excellent 
health and showing no signs of lunar 
germs, end their 17-day quarantine this 
afternoon 18 hours earlier than sched­ 
uled. 
When they leave the $15 million lunar 
Receiving Laboratory at 3 p.m. EST 
today, it will be the first time since be­ 
fore their journey to the moon started 
Nov. 14 they have seen their families 
without the barriers imposed to prevent 
the spread of any germs they may have 
picked up during their trip. 
Physicians gave Charles “ Pete” Con­ 
rad, Richard F. Gordon and Alan L. 
Bean such a clean bill of health the 
quarantine release time was advanced 
by 18 hours. 
To be released with the moon explor­ 
ers were 25 others who have lived In 
isolation — four technicians and seven 
scientists locked up 10 days ago after 
they were accidentally exposed to moon 
material, and 14 support personnel who 
kept the quarantine area operating. 
In Washington, space agency officials 


were expected to approve a March 12 
launch date and a target called Fra 
Mauro in the foothills of the lunar high­ 
lands for Apollo 13, the third moon 
landing. 
The three Apollo 12 pilots requested 
the space agency have government lim­ 
ousines standing by to take them home 
for ttelr first real family reunions. 


All three have visited frequently with 
their families in the isolation laboratory 
since they got to Houston — and Con­ 
rad has performed baby-sitting chores 
in the visiting room while his wife Jane 
did Christmas shopping — but always 
through a germproof glass barrier. 
During their last day in confinement, 
the astronauts told guidance and naviga­ 
tion experts “everything worked the way 
it was supposed to” aboard their moon­ 
ship. 


A spokesman in the quarantine area. 
Doublas Ward, said the astronauts were 
not surprised to learn of their early re- . 
lease because a similar step was taken 
during Apollo 11. But he said they were 
delighted by it, smiling at the news and 
saying “that’s great.”

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Schools Shuttle Into Desegregation

M A G N O L I A . M IS S - 
( N E A )—Five times each 
school day, 
yellow 
school 
buses shuffle the half mile 
between 
South 
Pike 
High 
School and Eva Gordon High 
here, t a k i n g white kids in 
one direction and black kids 
in the other direction. 


They unload, the kids dis­ 
appear 
inside 
the 
school 
building. When the bell rings 
at the end of the period, out 
they come, reload the buses 
and go back to the schools 
from which they came. 
This way, about 280 Negro 
students from Eva Gordon 
take at least one class a day 
in South Pike, which is pre­ 
dominantly white except for 
its 50 fulltime black students. 
Then 150 white students from 
South I ’lke each day take at 
least one class at Eva Gor­ 
don, which has no fulltime 
whites among its l,9(K)-mem- 
ber student body in grades 1 
through 12. 
There is no great enthusi­ 
asm for the shuffle among 
the students, but they have 
been d o i n g it for several 
months and it has become 
routine. Now it has paid div­ 
idends. 
South Pike is one of the 
.Mississippi school districts 
to bear the brunt of the U.S. 
Supreme Court Oct 29 order 
in Beatrice Alexander et al 
vs. Holmes County Board of 
Education, et a I., the de­ 
cision which put an end to 15 
vears of “ all d e l i b e r a t e 
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spec;! ’ in ti.e school deigg- 
regaticn 
and 
o rJerei 
im- 
mKJiate “ unitary” schools. 
With n four days after the 
Supreme Court ruling, the 
U.S. Fifth Circuit Court of 
Appeals in New Orleans im­ 
plemented the “ now” edict 
in the 80 Mississippi school 
districts whose cases wer»» 
before the court. Out of this. 
South Pike emerged m an 
enviable position. It became 
the first district whose sys­ 
tem was declared, by the 
appeals court, to be in com­ 
pliance with the new Su­ 
preme Court order. 
It was the S o u t h Pike 
“ shuffle” w h i c h did the 
trick. That plus a systematic 
desegregation of faculty and 
the r e m o v a l of the “ all 
black” label from any of the 
five schools in the district, 
which is 60 per cent black 
and 40 per cent white. 
The story of apparent suc­ 
cess here in coping with the 
Supreme Court’s total inte­ 
gration order is one of stark 
contrast with the traumatic 
effect the ruling has had on 
the 
Amite 
County 
School 
District at Liberty, just 25 
miles to the west, where 
public schools are in grave 
jeopardy. 
The public school system 
in South Pike seemingly has 
survived, 
but 
not 
without 
risks which the school au­ 
thorities ran when they insti­ 
tuted the shuttle plan this 
fall, installed a ratio of one 
teacher in every six of the 


opposite race and moved all 
blacks from one elementary 
school into a white school— 
while not knowing if all this 
would be acceptable to the 
courts. 
“ We were getting mighty 
lonely out on that limb until 
the courts came along and 
approved what we were do­ 
ing," says Dr. Harry F'rye, 
the president of the South 
Pike School Board 
Robert S. Reeves, the at­ 
torney for the school board 
who helped put together the 
plan, backs up P'rye 
“ We 
are extremely fortunate we 
had a b o a r d with guts 
enough to do it when they 
did,” says Reeves, “ but for 
awhile, 
it 
looked 
like 
we 
might have five board mem­ 
bers and one attorney who 
were going to have to go 
out of the school business.” 
The heat, he says, began 
to bear down from the white 
community when, at the end 
of August, after the South 
Pike board had decided to 
go ahead with the shuttle and 
the other steps for desegre­ 
gation, the Nixon administra­ 
tion came along and asked 
the fifth circuit for a delay 
in implementation of unitary 
systems. 
“ We had made what was 
then an unpopular decision, 
but we stayed with it,” says 
Reeves, “ and now I think 
the white community is glad 
we did.” 
Tom Spight, the mild-man­ 
nered superintendent of the 
.South 
Pike schools, 
says, 
“ It is not what we have ac­ 
complished 
that convinced 
the courts, it was the fact 
that we had moved out and 
had done something ” 
Spight first introduced the 
shuttle plan on a trial basis 
last s p r i n g . The idea of 
“ busing” is one of anathema 
to white parents in this Deep 
South state when it comes to 
integration, so it took some 
soft-sell for Spight to put the 
plan across. 
“ 1 just sat down and wrote 
‘ all the white parents a let­ 
ter and told them what the 
alternatives would be,” he 
says. 
“ We d i d n ’ t lose a 
single student over it.” 


He .started out with send­ 
ing white kids from South 
Pike High over to Eva Gor­ 
don for seventh-grade social 
studies. This year, he added 
ninth-grade 
civics 
to 
the 
shuttle classes at Eva Gor­ 
don Meantime, all the black 
s t u d e n t s at Eva Gordon 
come over to South Pike to 
take social studies and Mis­ 
sissippi history, which is a 
required subject. 
“ We felt we had to get 
w hite s t u d e n t s attending 
formerly all-black schools or 
we would never be able to be 
in compliance with the Green 
decision 119681 of the Su­ 
preme C o u r t,” says Dr. 
Frye. “ I ’m no lawyer, but I 
could see if you had all-black 
schools, t h e n freedom of 
choice wasn’t working, 
“ When the i d e a of the 
shuttle between schools was 
first considered, we knew 
the key would be to get the 
white kids started over to 
Eva G o r d o n , and this is 
where Tom 
Spight 
did 
a 
great job. 
It didn’t hurt, 
either, that I had a son in 
the first group.” 
Spight has installed “ team 
teaching” to h a n d l e the 
bulky lecture classes which 
result from the bused-in stu­ 
dents. One team is made up 
of two white and one black 
teacher who rotate giving 
the lectures. Another team 
has one black and one white 
teacher alternating as the 
lecturer. 


At Eva G o r d o n High, 
which has no white students 
except the 154 who come for 
two classes each day. there 
are six full-time white teach­ 
ers who are under Principal

ment of Health. Education 
and Welfare. 
The f o r m e r black high 
school is slated to become 
the unitary e l e m e n t a r y 
school for blacks and whites, 
while the former predomi­ 
nantly white high school be­ 
comes the u n i t a r y high 
school. 
. Whites would be outnum­ 
bered three-to-one overall in 
the 
two 
proposed 
unitary 
schools, and some say the 
ratio would be five-to-one 
black in some elementary 
classes. 
S o u r c e s in the Amite 
school system say that only 
a small number of the white 
teachers are going to remain 
in the public schools after 
the first of the year, and they 
will be under great local 
pressure to quit. Many will 
go to the makeshift new priv­ 
ate schools. 
How long the public schools 
could exist as all black re­ 
mains a serious question. 
The loss of white students 
would cut down the average 
daily attendance on which 
the state school funds are 
distributed, and at the end 
of the current school year, 
the county would apparently 
cut the tax levy.

Allen Coney, a black. Seven 
more white teachers go and 
come to the school. ” 1 think 
they are just as proud of our 
school as a n y b o d y else,” 
Coney says. 
One bright seventh-grade 
white student, just back from 
the civics class over at Eva 
Gordon, stepped off the bus 
at the front walk of South 
Pike High. “ I t h i n k it is 
w o r k i n g out, the busing,’ 


she said, “ but I don’t think 
I’m learning as much as 1 
should. We lose a little time 
going back and forth.” 
Just a few hundred feet 
away on an adjoining school 
g r o u n d , white and black 
youngsters up to the sixth 
grade frolicked at a lunch­ 
time break at the Magnolia 
elementary school. Here the 
student body is made up of 
342 whites and 90 blacks. In 
two other elementary schools 
in South Pike district outside 
Magnolia, blacks represent 
about 23 per cent of the 
student bodies. 
“ W e’ve lost s o m e white

Men have 
shaken their fists and wom­ 
en have shrieked tearfully, 
vowing not to let their chil­ 
dren go to previously all­ 
black schools.

LOS ANGELES (UPI)-Stale 
Water Resources Director WiL 
liam Gianelli today called on 
water users and developers to 
mount a campaigh to discredit 
‘Chicken Little emotionalists’ 
concerned about protecting the 
environment. 
Gianelli, 
in 
an 
unusually 
sharp-worded counterattack on 
conservationists who have con­ 
demned the massive California 
Water Project, said members 
of the so-called water establish­ 
ment must convey to the public 
“ a much truer picture.” 
Gianelli issued the appeal and 
sounded the call for a fight in a 
speech prepared for the winter 
convention of the Irrigation 
Districts Association. 
Gianelli, using some of the 
harshest words he has voiced 
yet in a growing controversy 
over whether the water project 
constitutes an ecological ha- 
zard, seemed to set the stage 
for a new round of conserva­

water 
developer 
battles. 
“ I will say again that water 
projects 
in this state have 
brought more immediate and 
long-range 
benefits

to our people,” 
he 
added.

by those who simply oppose the 
project. 
Gianelli, one of the early 
designers of the State Water 
Plan, insisted the project is 
‘‘maintaining a program which 
will allow us to conserve, to 
use, and still to protect all of 
our valuable resources.” 
‘‘But let us not fall into the 
quagmire trap of Chicken Little 
emotionalists who tell us we 
have to bring development to a 
full stop in this state because 
we’re desecrating our environ­ 
ment,” he said. 
“ Tliere is no necessity to 
believe such ignorance. Reasorw 
able thought, and a broad scope 
investigation 
of 
the 
actual 
facts, will give a much truer 
picture.” 
He 
called for pursuing a 
‘‘balanced environment” that 
permits ‘‘both the development 
of 
our 
resources 
and 
the 
protection of our environment.” 
*‘There is no choice in that, 
and it’s up to you to do the 
job,” the water official told the 
irrigationists. ‘‘You can start 
by seeing to it that all the 
people get all the facts and you 
can start today.” 
Gianelli, who repeated his 
contention that after 1980 water 
developers will be looking to 
the North Coast for additional 


supplies, conceded that some 
water projects were ‘‘blunders 
when considered in the light of 
an environmental concept.” 
‘‘But,” he said, ‘‘for every 
one 
which 
has 
created 
a 
problem, 
one hundred more 
have created a good which has 
never existed before.” 
He cited the San Luis and 
Oroville reservoirs as works of 
the California Water Project 
that actually enhanced recrea- 
tion and fisheries. 
In spite of conservationist 
claims to the contrary, Gianelli 
insisted, 
environmental 
en­ 
hancement has been a purpose 
of water projects but has not 
specifically been identified as a 


specific purpose. 
He argued that ‘‘enhancement 
of the environment was so 
much an automatic result of 
the construction of a water 
project that we never consi­ 
dered it had to be identified as 
a purpose.” 
Some conservationists, such 
as the Sierra Club, have voiced 
fear that the free-flowing rivers 
in the untapped North Coast 
region will be destroyed by 
dams and powerhouses. 
But Gianelli said, ‘‘This is our 
future waterbank, where the 
rivers and the snows and the 
rains provide such an abun­ 
dance of water that most of it 
wastes into the sea each year.”

BEN CAT, South Vietnam 
—(N EA )—For nearly a dec­ 
ade this steamy little village 
belonged to the enemy. At 
will, Viet Cong taxed, con­ 
scripted and terrorized the 
population. 
But no more. 
The last time the VC came 
here, they were greeted not 
with docility—but with small 
arms fire from s a n d b a g 
b u n ke r s. The Communists 
tried once, twice, three and 
four times to penetrate—but 
were eventually beaten back 
into the jungles. 
And who were the defend­ 
ing heroes of Ben Cat? 
Not U.S. troops. 
Not even V i e t n a m e s e 
troops. 
But children. Sixteen- and 
17-year-old kids who have 
grouped to p r o t e c t their 
homes and families at any 
cost. 
The improbable warriors 
are part of an equally im­ 
probable civilian army now 
building in this country. It’s 
called the People’s Self De­ 
fense Force. And it’s the 
most ragtag, ruffled but alto­ 
gether encouraging military 
establishment in the war. 
PSD F, as it’s initialed, is 
an outgrowth of Vietnam’s 
“ general mobilization law” 
which requires all healthy 
citizens, 16 to 50 years old, 
to serve in some kind of fed­ 
eral armed force. 
Regular services, of course, 
snap up the best of this age 
group. The irregular forces 
(regional units, mercenary 
bands, paramilitary groups) 
grab the next best on the 
list. 
And everybody else goes 
to the PSDF. 
“ Everybody else” makes 
up a sundry lot. Women with 
suckling infants. Old men 
b l e a r y * e y e d with opium 
smoke. Teen-age couples who 
kiss and cuddle before guard 
duty—and, if possible, dur­ 
ing guard duty. 


Lower fee 
to be off 
on camping 


The California Department of 
Parks and Recreation announc­ 
ed today that the reduced fee 
schedule for camping and boat 
launching during the 1969-70 
winter season will no longer be 
in effect after this month. 
Beginning January 1, the reg­ 
ular rates of $3.50 for trailer 
sites with hookups, $3 for Class 
A campsites, $2 for Class B 
campsites, and $1 for use of boat 
launching facilities will be re­ 
established throughout the State 
Park System. 


Parks and Recreation Direct­ 
or William Penn Mott Jr. said 
that his department is taking 
this action in order to standard 
ize the fee schedule to make it 
easier to use the new comput­ 
erized campground reservation 
system. 


“ With campers able to make 
reservations on a year ‘round 
basis now,” he said, “ it is 
necessary that a single, stan­ 
dard fee system also be in ef­ 
fect on a year ‘round basis.” 


Under the new system, pros­ 
pective campers may make con­ 
firmed reservations for a camp­ 
site at any one of 69 state parks 
during the Period January 1 
through December 22. 
These 
reservations may be made at 
a Computicket outlet, 
or 
through 
the Department of 
Parks and Recreation 
head­ 
quarters in Sacramento. The 
parks themselves will no long­ 
er accept reservation requests. 


Campsite 
reservation re­ 
quest forms containing details 
of the new reservation system 
along with a list of those state 
parks where reserved camp- 
sited are available can be pick­ 
ed up after December 15 at 
slate park offices and many 
state buildings, or by writing 
the Department of Parks and 
Recreation at the following ad­ 
dresses: P.O. Box 2390, Sac­ 
ramento 95811;

Lompoc residents 
get base award 


A Lompoc resident has been 
presented an Outstanding Per­ 
formance Award at Vandenberg.

Jasper Bellamy, deputy com­ 
mander of the 4315th Combat 
Crew Training Squadron. She 
was honored for performing 
all aspects of her assigned du­ 
ties as the unit commander’s 
manner. 


They are far from profes­ 
sional. But when it comes to 
defending what belongs to 
them, few combatants are 
superior to these a r o u s e d 
citizen-soldiers. 


The other day, a band of 
VC tried to murder a nearby 
hamlet chief in his bed The 
hamlet’s PSD F was incensed. 
It gathered, made a plan, 
ambushed the startled Com­ 
munists—then chased them 
for three miles before cool­ 
ing down. 
Now the h a m l e t c h i e f 


sleeps in peace. 
At present, there are al­ 
most three million of these 
PSD F members in Vietnam. 
More than a m i l l i o n are 
fighters—the rest are sup­ 
porters. In all, they com­ 
prise about 18 per cent of 
the nation’s population. 
More than one-third of the 
force are boys, 16 and 17 
years old. Another third are 
women. The rest are men 
either too old for the regular 
army, or retired or disabled 
from it. 
Women are not required 


to be fighters. But more than 
170,000 of them, all ages, 
have volunteered for armed 
use. And some of the girls 
regularly notch rifles with 
VC kills* 
Snickers one: 
“ We used to sleep with 
them when they came here. 
Now we try to shoot them. 
We prefer our own men in­ 
stead.” 
To do their shooting, the 
PSD F members are armed 
with a variety of primitive, 
h a n d-me-down we ap on s. 
Some old G a r a n d rifles. 


some World War II carbines 
and some captured Chinese 
and R u s s i a n implements. 
Currently, there is only one 
weapon available for every 
five PSD F members. But the 
empty hands usually carry 


c Iu d s , scythes, axes or what­ 
ever else makes do. 
As old or as crude as the 
weapons may be, they work. 
Citizens of the PSD F have 
reportedly killed 3,000 enemy 
soldiers. 
At least one with a pitch­ 
fork. 
For these efforts, mem­ 
bers of the People’s Self De­ 
fense Force get little in re­ 
turn. They are neither paid, 
uniformed nor fed. They are 
expected to be on call 24 
hours a day, but if their 


crops or businesses suffer, 
the expense is theirs alone. 
In a few cases, this lack 
of compensation has caused 
troubles. Low morale and 
shoot-em-ups. Some u n i t s 
have wounded more of them­ 
selves than the enemy. Other 
units have turned into worse 
profit-milking terrorists than 
the VC have ever been. 
But everything considered; 
the polyglot citizen-soldiers 
are a remarkable bunch. 
Kids. Women. Old men. And 
here, after two long decades 
of war, after one m i l l i o n 
deaths and five times as 
many casualties, they finally 
get together themselves to 
help put an 
end to the 
slaughter.

Just 25 years ago, in the 
“ Dark December” of 1944, 
there began in the snow-clad 
slopes of the Belgian Arden­ 
nes a battle which would de­ 
cide the f u t u r e shape of 
Europe — and perhaps the 
world. 
It came to be known as 
“ The Battle of the Bulge” as 
two great German panzer 
armies 
thrust m a s s i v e 
armored columns into the 
most lightly defended seg­ 
ment of Gen D w i g h t D. 
Eisenhower's Western Fronii 
a mountainous forest locked 
iff snow and ice. 
It was Nazi Fuehrer Adoll 
Hitler's last great gamble 
to rescue victory from al­ 
most certain d e f e a t , con­ 
ceived almost entirely in the 
mind of that little paranoid 
ex-corporal b u t brilliantly 
fought by his disciplined gen­ 
erals and even more disci­ 
plined tankmen, artillerymen 
and foot soldiers. 
The aim was to split the 
Allied 
front 
by d r i v i n g 
through the Ardennes to the 
Meuse River, to capture two 
huge ammunition and supply 
dumps at Namur and Leige 
on the west bank and then, 
arcing northwestward, to re­ 
capture the port of Antwerp. 
In the w o r d s of General 
Eisenhower, given to me five 
years after the war in his 
office at Columbia Univer­ 
sity, this would have been 
the effect: 
‘ They ithe German army) 
would have cut off the Amer­ 
ican First and Ninth Armies, 
the British Second and the 
Canadian First. WV would 
have had to withdraw the 
American Third and Seventh 
Armies and the French First 
through Bordeaux or M ar­ 
seilles and start the invasion 
all over a g a i n the next 
year.” 


Military historians w i t h 
access to the f i l e s of the 
G e r m a n Wehrmacht and 
members of the scientific 
community believe now that

For 
Hitler’s

may

Who knows what effect the 
destruction of London, Mos­ 
cow or New 
York 
in an 
atomic holocaust might have 
had on Allied determination 
to conquer the Nazis? We do 
know that o n l y two atom 
bombs dropped by the Amer­ 
ican Air Force on Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki eight months 
later brought the most war­ 
like military tribe in Asia, 
the Japanese high command, 
to Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s 
surrender t a b l e before an 
American soldier ever set 
foot on Japanese home soil. 


If Hitler had pulled off his 
Ardennes coup and beaten 
us to the nuclear punch, the 
youth who demonstrate in 
our streets today might be 
goosestepping in unison. The 
government 
they condemn 
would be a puppet of Berlin; 
the press so free to ignite the 
rhetoric of a vice-president 
would have long since be­ 
come a censored propaganda 
arm of the conqueror. 
Instead of striving through 
constitutional p r o c e s s to 
achieve a peaceful, multi­ 
racial culture, we would be 
marshaled into f e v e r i s h 
demonstrations with massed 
banners to glorify a “ master 
race” of Aryans. 
Bad dream? Don’t you be­ 
lieve it. For it was written 
in “ Mein Kampf” by Hitler 
himself that this was the 
aim. What started on Decem­ 
ber the 16th, 1944, was to be 
his beginning—even though 
started on the threshold of 
his almost certain defeat. 
And this is how it all takes 
place: 
For weeks Allied intelli­ 
gence has befuddled itself 
with contradictory 
reports 
and e s t i m a t e s . 
Large 
German 
units 
have 
been 
“ lost” f r o m the position 
maps. Meanwhile, General 
Eisenhower has consolidated 
a line from Holland to Alsace 
and is preparing a thrust into 
the Ruhr, German’s armory, 
spearheaded by the experi­ 
enced First Army. 
And t h e n on the foggy 
morning of the 16th, German 
infantry—exhorted by Field 
Marshal Gerd von Rudstedt 
to “ gamble everything" for 
the Fuehrer—stabs into thin­ 
ly held American lines be­ 
tween the towns of Monschau 
on the north and Diekirch on 
the south. 
The American 
generals have made a small 
gamble of their own there. 
B e l i e v i n g the Germans 
would never attempt a major 
attack through the rugged 
Ardennes, t h e y have sta­ 
tioned a green division, the 
106th, in the f o r e s t below 
Monschau. 
In the first few 
days of fighting the 106th 
loses two-thirds of its men 
The G e r m a n a r m o r 
plunges through gaps cut by 
the infantry and suddenly 
the battle begins to take 
shape. The American First 
Army on the north side of 
the 
salient 
anchors 
itself 
firmly on the town of St. 
Vith and compels the Ger­ 
mans to slide eastward. 
To the south, Eisenhower 
dispatches the famed 101st 
Airborne Division to hold the 
key road center of Bastogne 
against the onrushing panz­ 
ers. And simultaneously he 
orders Lt. Gen 
George S. 
Patton’s T h i r d Army to 
wheel on its left flank and 
bring pressure against the 
whole south side of the Ger­ 
man bulge into Allied lines. 
Bastogne is surrounded but 
holds out until relieved by 
Patton’s advancing armor on 
Dec. 26. When the Germans 
demand that the commander.

McAuliffe, • surrender, 
Mc-( 
Auliffe makes the classic 
reply: “ Nuts.” 
(Today w h e n you drive 
through Bastogne you see 
street signs reading “ Ville 
des Noisettes” or City of 
Nuts.) 


Winter is a bitter foe of 
both armies, taking its toll 
by frostbite and trenchfoot 
along with the victims of 
shells a n d bullets. 
Heavy 
overcast k e e p s allied air 
power grounded until the last 
day of fighting. 
Suddenly American forces 
who have" been joyously on 
the chase after the Germans 
since Normandy are com­ 
pelled to show their guts as 
defensive fighters, lying in 
wet foxholes chipped out ot 
frozen t e r r a i n , slogging 
through snow with 
frozen 
boots, handling guns which 
freeze to the flesh. 
But they hold. And gradu­ 
ally the German advances be­ 
come attenuated into some­ 
thing like 
a 
huge 
carrot 
shape. U.S. First Army be­ 
comes a hammer, Third an 
anvil. And two great German 
panzer armies which started 
with more than 500 tanks 
are ground down to half a

CHICAGO (UPI)—Prelimina­ 
ry 
sifting of applicants for 
National Basketball Association 
franchises was expected today 
at the winter meeting of the 
league owners at a suburban 
motel. 
Commissioner Walter Kenne­ 
dy said he had “ serious doubt” 
that the bidders for the two 
franchises to be added in the 
1970-71 season would be deter­ 
mined at this time. Instead the 
final decision probably will be 
made in January at the All-Star 
Game. 
It was understood that at 
least eight cities had bid for the 
franchises, among them Buffa­ 
lo, 
Cleveland, 
Minneapolis, 
Houston, Portland, Ore., Mem­ 
phis, Tenn., and Kansas City. 
The successful bidders were 
expected to enlarge 
about

million for their entry into the 
circuit.

Portland, Houston, Cleveland 
and Buffalo were the favorites 
in the running to get the new 
franchises.

But he is not ready 
to quit racing. 
For one thing, the little Texan 
is just 167 victories away from 
Johnny Longden’s all-time re­ 
cord of 6,032 wins. But he said 
Tuesday that goal is not the 
driving force behind his two 
recent 
comebacks 
and 
his 
decision to keep on racing into 
the 1970s. 
“ When you’ve been racing all 
your life and when you feel you 
can still do, it's just hard to 
quit,” he said. 
Shoemaker, 
a 
native 
of 
Fabens, Tex., who now makes 
his home in Los Angeles, was 
here Tuesday to receive the 
fourth annual “ Big Sport of 
Turfdom” plaque presented by 
track publicists. 
It's sort of the “ good guy” 
award 
of 
racing. 
Publicists 
Association President 
J. E. 
F aulconer said everyone who is 
not “ a stuffed shirt” is eligible. 
"Bill has certainly dominated 
racing in America, but he has 
shown sportsmanship and humi­ 
lity 
at 
every 
stage of his 
success,” Faulconer said. 
M e m b e r s of the Thor­ 
oughbred Racing Association, 
which is meeting here, praised 
Shoemaker for returning after 
suffering major injuries in both 
1968 and 1969. 
“ I 
went 
about 
18 
years 
without a serious injury, then it 
caught up with me,” Shoema­ 
ker said after the luncheon. 
He plans to resume racing 
again when Santa Anita opens 
Dec. 26. 
But even if he never rides 
another winner, Shoemaker has 
already run up enough records 
to become a racing immortal.

is that football 
statistics 
have been 
com­ 
piled with professionalism only 
in the last 10 years, or ever

the NFL decided

firm . 
"When I saw what they had, 
I threw the book against the 
wall in disgust,” said Siwoff. 
"Looking for something in that 
book you could go nuts.

A sm aller increase, from 38 
per cent to 43 per cent, is 
apparent among those who 
now feel American forces 
should be reduced and a de­ 
fensive position maintained.

“ Beware of p u t t i n g on 
weight. The American Heart 
Association warns: ‘Pity the 
fat man; 
the statisticians 
number his days.’ Also re­ 
member that, typically, the 
heart attack victim is over­ 
weight. 


“ Assuming that you are 
overweight (50 per cent of 
all adult Americans are 20 
pounds too fat), then you 
must goon a weight-loss pro­ 
gram that will not require 
great will power, medica­ 
tions or semistarvation. This 


type of diet offers the best 
chances of s u c c e s s . The 
easiest combination is there­ 
fore reasonable dietary re­ 
strictions, plus well-planned 
physical activities,” G u i l d 
continues. 


“ As to diets, I think the 


1 , 2 0 0 calories a day is one 
of the most satisfactory. But 
you, the recovering heart at­ 
tack p a t i e n t , must lose 
weight gradually—f r 0 m 
pound to no more than 2 
pounds a week. Keep your 
diet menus flexible.” 


But for a coronary-prone 
i n d i v i d u a l to ignore the 
amount of cholesterol in his 
diet would be dietary brink­ 
manship. 


“ Most likely, your heart 
vessels are ‘rusty’, meaning 
that cholesterol has accumu­ 
lated along your arteries. It 
is too' late to change that 
s i t u a t i o n . But by cutting 
down on cholesterol now you 
will at least not add more 
rust’ to those arteries,” ex­ 
plains this senior associate 
physician at Peter Bent Brig­ 
ham Hospital. Boston, and 
author of the just published 
reassuring book “ After Your 
Heart Attack” (Harper and 
Row). 


“ I do urge you to restrict 
the amount of animal fats in 
your diet. Restrict, yes. But 
not cut out e n t i r e l y , ” he 
adds. 


Physical exercise is recom­ 
mended for the heart patient 
as soon as he is ready for 
it. That can be much sooner 
than he himself believes. The 
purpose is to return stamina 
and endurance to your heart 
muscle. 


He emphasizes that physi­ 
cal exertion can help grow 
arterioles an d capillaries. 
These will provide an alter­ 
nate route for your blood 
when 
part of your heart 
muscle has been damaged 
by an attack. 


“ The end result of weight 
loss, a lower cholestrol diet 
and increased physical exer­ 
cise will be a new pace of 
life for you—a pace that rea­ 
sonably assures you many 
more years of normal living 
after your frightening heart 
attack,” Guild promises.

Challenge of the 70's: halt costly and perilous nuclear arms race 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) -The 
overriding challenge facing the 
United States and Russia in the 
1970’s is to find some way to 
halt and possibly reverse the 
costly 
and perilous nuclear 
arms race. 
As former Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk once put it, the two 
super powers must "put the 
nuclear beast back in its cage.” 
The problem would be tremen­ 
dous at best. 
But it is further complicated 
by the fact that mainland China 
is expected to become a major 
nuclear power toward the latter 
part of the new decade. There 
will be 
little hope then of 
getting 
Peking 
to 
agree to 
controls over strategic nuclear 
m issiles unless Moscow and 
Washington have worked out 
their own agreement on the 
subject. 
That 
is 
only the biggest 
problem. 
The 
United States 
must get to work on other 
critical 
international 
issues 
which 
cannot 
be 
postponed 
muvh longer. 
There is the need to revise 
and 
redefine 
U. 
S. foreign 
policy 
to 
make 
it 
more 
effective at less cost and with a 
minimum risk of future Viet- 
nams. 
The agony and frustration of 
the 
inconclusive 
and costly 
intervention in Southeast Asia 
have created massive pressure 
in and out of Congress for a re­ 
examination 
of 
the 
basic 
premises on which U. S. policy 
is founded. 
Fears expressed by some 
officials 
that 
Vietnam 
has 
sparked 
a 
wave 
of 
“ neo- 
isolationism” undoubtedly are 
exaggerated. Congress and the 
public generally realize it is 
impossible for theUnitedStates 
to retreat into the posture of 
smug and illusory self-suffici­ 
ency which prevailed before 
World War II. 
What the public and Congress 
are demanding is the 
recast­ 
ing 
of American 
policy 
to 
assure that U. S. commitments 
abroad 
are 
made 
only 
in 
situations which clearly involve 
he 
national 
interests 
and 
security. 
President 
Nixon recognizes 
he need to revise some of the 
policies 
which 
have 
been 
ieveloped almost haphazardly 
luring the past 20 years. He 
las taken the first tiny steps in 
arhat he undoubtedly hopes will 
ievelop into a full-scale refine­ 


ment of U. S. policy. 
Nixon told newsmen at Guam 
in July that the United States 
would honor the commitments 
it had in Asia but make no new 
ones. As for existing commit­ 
ments, the President said the 
United States would respond to 
calls for help in Asia only with 
supplies and advice -unless it 
involved a major attack by a 
nuclear power, meaning China, 
across international borders. 


Nixon has yet to come to 
grips with another problem. 
This is the demand by the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee for a revival of its 
traditional role of advising and 
consenting 
to foreign policy 
decisions. 
Nor has he intimated how he 
expects to deal with demands 
that 
the 
executive 
branch 
recognize 
the 
Constitutional 
right of Congress to declare 
war. 
In an era when the longest 
warning of a nuclear attack 
might be 15 or 30 minutes, 
Nixon 
is 
likely 
to be 
as 
reluctant as his predecessors to 
accept the necessity of going to 
Congress before responding to 
attack. 
However, he can be expected 
to try to dissipate the broader 
fears concerning 
over-exten- 
sion of U.S. commitments and 
bypassing 
of 
Congress 
on 
foreign policy matters in which 
there is time for consultation. 
While he is working these 
long - term problems, the Pres­ 
ident 
must 
deal with more 
immediate issues on a day-to- 
day basis. 
The 
Middle 
East 
again 
threatens to erupt momentarily 
into open warfare, posing the 
peril 
of 
a 
direct 
Soviet- 
American confrontation which 
could lead to nuclear war. 
The Korean Armistice line is 
the scene of sporadic violence, 
reminding 
Americans 
t h a t 
there are still 50,000 U. S. 
troops 
there 
in 
case 
the 
Communists decide to try to 
grab the entire peninsula. 
The Administration soon will 
face renewed demands that it 
bring home a large part of the 
300,000 U. S. troops still in 
Europe 25 years after the end 
of the War. Divided and red- 
encircled Berlin could explode 
into a full-blown crisis at any 
time. 
The list continues. Moscow 
and its Warsaw Pact Allies are 


renewing pressure for an all- 
European Security Conference 
aimed, in part, at dissolution of 
the NATO Alliance. 
Latin America continues to 
suffer from political instability 
and economic stagnation.There 
is growing bitterness at the 
United States because it has no 
magic formula to correct that 
area’s multitude of ills. 
And finally, Nixon has to 
manage the disengagement of 
U. 
S. forces from Vietnam 
before he can work freely on 
recasting U. S. foreign policy 
along the lines he has in mind. 
The President has made it 
clear that he expects little or 
nothing from the Paris talks. 
He has embarked, instead, on a 
plan for gradual withdrawal of 
U. S. forces under conditions 
which will give South Vietnam 
a fighting chance for survival. 
Nixon obviously hopes Saigon 
will be able to hold its own 
against 
Hanoi 
and the Viet 
Cong 
after 
the 
Americans 
leave. But if it cannot, despite 
its American-equipped army of 
more than one million men and 
massive U. S. aid, few would 
argue that the United States 
had not done its best.

The United States, in turn, 
cannot get Israel to agree to

The 1962 Cuban 
missile crisis taught Washing­ 
ton and Moscow the peril, in a 
nuclear, age, of any sort of 
“ eyeball-to-eyeball” confronta­ 
tion. 
U. S. officials also assume 
the Soviet Union is seeking to 
restrain the Arabs, at least for 
the present, from provoking 
Israel to the point of a new 
war.

win and Moscow again would

refurbish shattered 
Arab military machines —an 
expensive task she is only now 
completing in the wake of the 
1967 conflict. 


Nixon, in pursuing long-range

The problems of racial strife, 
public health, crimd, welfare,

However, the world will not 
mark 
time until the United 
States succeeds in setting its 
house in order. In fact, those 
who seek to roll back U. S. 
obligations abroad may well be 
spurred to greater efforts by 
the disarray within America. 
Nixon will have tobalancehis 
priorities carefully. 
Aside from Vietnam, Admi­ 
nistration officials consider the

But for the long run, even 
Vietnam and the Middle East 
are overshadowed by increasing 
danger of an unchecked nuclear 
arms race. 
Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers 
has 
described 
the 
cuner.t Helsinki 
talks 
on 
strategic arms limitation as 
“ possibly the most important 
negotiations that we will be 
involved in.” 
The talks undoubtedly will be 
long, complicated and difficult. 
They may even fail. But both 
powers understand the necessi­ 
ty 
to 
try. 
The 
possible 
alternative may be the inciner­ 
ation of the northern hemis­ 
phere. 
Hope for reaching an agree­ 
ment is based on two assump­ 
tions: 
—That the Russians are as 
disturbed as the United States 
over 
the 
fantastic 
cost 
of 
additional 
strategic 
weapons 
deployment, which is eating up 
funds needed in both countries 
for domestic uses. 
—That Moscow has conclud­ 
ed, as have most U. S. officials, 
that a continued production and 
deployment

uneasy balance of terror, in 
which each nation already has 
the 
capacity to destroy the 
other. 
The logic dictating an agree­ 
ment is sound but there are 
major technical complications, 
including 
the 
problem 
of 
balancing defensive and offen­ 
sive missile systems. 
When each country had only 
offensive 
m issiles, 
it 
was 
assumed neither would under­ 
take a sudden strike against the 
other since the attacker too 
would 
be 
destroyed a 
few 
minutes later. 
But Russia a couple of years 
ago deployed a limited Defen­ 
sive 
Missile System around 
Moscow 
and began another 
around Leningrad, leading some 
U. S 
U. S. officials to believe the 
Kremlin 
was

strike. 
The idea would be that it 
could attack the United States, 
withstand a counter blow and 
then knock out this country 
with a second assault.

agreement. 
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Once deployed, it Is impossi­ 
ble to tell whether a missile has 
only one warhead or many, 
each targeted on a separate 
city or installation. 
Another complication is that 
the Soviet hierarchy is believed 
plagued by the same divisions 
as one finds here. 
Some U. S. officials worry 
that the Russians may Itave 
agreed to the Helsinki talks to 
lull 
the 
United States 
into 
slowing 
down ABM develop­ 
ment while the Kremlin under­ 
takes a major buildup. Some 
Russians undoubtedly entertain 
similar suspicions about U. S. 
motives. 
And 
finally 
there Is the 
problem of China. 
Ten years ago, former Soviet 
Premier 
Nikita 
Khrushchev, 
seeking to underline the horrors 
he foresaw in nuclear conflict, 
said 
the 
Third World War 
would be one after which “ the 
living would envy the dead.” 
Nobody has ever been able to 
describe more succinctly the 
possible consequences of fail­ 
ure to halt the nuclear arms 
spiral.

Santa Barbara County’s chief administraive officer, Ray 
Johnson, disagrees with our city officials and others on what 
constitutes the “ orderly” development of our community. 
Johnson, now serving in the sensitive position of executive 
director of the Local Agency Formation Committee in addi­ 
tion to his chief county administrative duties, recommends that 
the city’s annexation of the mere than 3,000 acre Federal 
Correctional Institution territory is not in our best interests. 
Approval of LAFCO, composed of two county mayors, two 
county supervisors and a general representative of the people 
of the county, is necessary for the annexation. 
Johnson makes his recommendation in the face of many 
opposite facts. First, efforts to annex FCI property have been 
in being for nearly two years. Seven affirmative endorse­ 
ments at federal levels have been secured. Tacit approval 
in the early stages to the annexation were expressed by the 
former LAFCO 
executive director. Former FCI Warden 
Joseph Bogan heartily endorsed the annexation on the basis 
that his people wanted identifcation with the city and wanted 


police patrol of Pine Canyon Road, not now patrolled. The 
city felt that annexation was proper inasmuch as some 
compensation would be forthcoming for present services pro­ 
vided residents of the FCI— such as use of city streets, 
parts, etc. The city would gain approximately $25,000 in shared 
tax revenues with t h e State from the annexation. 


Johnson bases 
his 
recommendation on the definition of 
“ orderly” . We would consider the FCI to be a contributing 
“ industry” to our area. Certainly, annexation of a contribut- 
ing industry to any community is an asset to the community. 
We do not believe that the only criteria for annexation of 
any given area should be “ iminent urban development” — 
certainly other considerations, such as expressed by the city, 
the federal government and the FCI should overrule such a sin­ 
gle interpretation. 


The LAFCO board will consider Johnson’s recommendation 
tomorrow at 2 p.m. 
It should be overruled. 


Some good news 


With all the concern being felt about inflation and the possi­ 
ble recession that might result from its reversal, California 
came up with some good news recently. 
Our state is more recession proof than most others, and has 
a very good chance of doing better economically next year 
than the rest of the nation. 
That’s the encouraging message of Harold Buma, manager 
of the economics research department of Wells Fargo Bank. 
Speaking before a group of financial writers, Buma founded 
his hopeful prediction on the fact that California is less depen-

dent than most others on heavy industry. He pointed out that 
whereas 23 per cent of the state's economy falls in this cate­ 
gory, the national percentage is 33. We are more involved in 
food processing, service and light industry, as well as finance. 
Comes a recession, Buma said, and the purchases of dura­ 
ble goods can be more easily deffered than those of food, cloth­ 
ing and services. This puts the heavier impact in the heavy 
industry areas. 
That’s not much comfort for heavy industry. But at least 
for the state’s economy as a whole It is good news.

scored against them, I came up with a 
rating list that dropped Penn State to 
9th and Arkansas to Uth. 
Because, with this intricate system, 
Texas was still rated first, I announced 
confidently to my captive audience that 
Texas would easily beat Arkansas by two 
or three touchdowns. 
For those who do not as yet know, Ark­ 
ansas led 14-0 going into the final qjarter 
and Texas needed some last minute her­ 
oics by a quarterback and an end to win 
15-14. 
The oldest of my captive audience saw 
me sadly shredding some paper and lett­ 
ing it flutter into the waste basket and 
he asked, “ Is that your system, daddy?” 
No. 
No it wasn’t! By jove, this is a good 
system and I’m not going to let one 
small setback deter me from striving 
forward with what could become a major 
breakthrough in that important national 
pasttime known as rating college foot­ 
ball teams. 
After all, it is a rating system, not 
a game prognostication 
plan. 
When 
the top team is defeated, or nearly de­ 
feated, 
it merely drops in the ratings 
and the winning team elevated.

No, I will not divulge any prognostic»- 
tions at this time. After all, this 
is 
still in the experimental stages. 
If successful, rest assured there will 
be a full and complete report here shortly 
after the first of the year.

’Washington Calling by Marquis Childs 
Agnew s spade

happens to be telling it. 


WASHINGTON 
— A brief encounter 
in Agnew 
land is vastly 
revealing to 
a 
visitor from the Eastern seaboard 
and the familiar 
company of those 
who play politics by the familiar rules. 
The vice-president, it 
seems clear, 
has broad support not so much for what 
he said as for what can be read into his 
attack on television and the press. 
Agnew 
land is not 
geographical so much 
as, in the most gen­ 
erous 
interpretation 
of the term, ideologi­ 
cal. While 
this re­ 
porter’s 
encounter 
was in the deep south, 
the 
ardent response 
came not from deep 
south 
natives 
but 
for the most part from 
men, and their wives, who had come 
from the north and the west to staff 
the advanced technology that is trans­ 
forming the old south. They were com­ 
munity 
leaders, prosperous citizens, 
far from the red-neck stereotype of the 
George Wallace voters. 
Mere mention 
of Agnew’s 
name 
drew applause. He is, in the convic­ 
tion of these aroused 
dwellers in Ag­ 
new land, 
President 
Nixon’s 
other 
voice and greatly to be admired for 
speaking out. In a lengthy 
exchange 
what emerged was a resentment over 
“ slanted” news in the press and on 
television. 
Agnew 
expressed 
their 
pent-up hostility and they were grate­ 
ful. 
What is meant by slanted 
news? 
Documentation was hard to come by. 
Challenged to say what the networks 
might do, 
one particularly vociferous 
Agnew fan 
responded with the de­ 
mand that they put 
on the air two 
columnists with a strong right-wing out­ 
look. 
To this observer they were saying, in 
effect, that their view of the world was 
not reflected in the news as reported 
by the media. 
That view, as developed 
in the exchange with the visitor, 
was 
how they wished the world looked. The 
following opinions 
were certainly not 
shared by all those present, but it is 
a fair estimate that they reflect the 
over-all view from Agnew land: 
Vietnam — The war could have been 
won two years ago if only the generals 
had nut been restrained by civilians 
following a “ no-win” policy. 
Unre­ 
stricted bombing could 
have brought 
victory. 
Putting 
Haiphong 
harbor 
and Hanoi off limits played 
directly 
into the hands of the Communist enemy. 
Race — Most Negroes don’t want to 
work. They aren’t interested in the train­ 
ing 
offered to them. So much has 
been done for them that they won’t do 
anything for themselves. The Nixcn pro­ 
posal for a minimum 
guaranteed in­ 
come is just another move to pamper 
those who don’t want to work. 
Crime. — Decisions of the Supreme 
Court protecting the criminal 
have 
made it all but impossible to convict 
even second and third 
offenders out 
on bail. 
Crime in the streets grows 
out of coddling and pampering first of­ 
fenders. 
The rebellious young. — A permissive 
upbringing — giving them everything 
they want —is responsible. The demon­ 
strators are effete intellectual snobs 
and should be punished. Most young peo­ 
ple want to get ahead and they despise 
the demonstrators. 
The Soviet Union. — This may be a 
less widely held view but at one end of 
the spectrum 
coexistence 
is sternly 
ruled out. There can be no compro­ 
mise with Communism 
even though a 
showdown should mean nuclear war. 
Any agreement with the Russians is 
bound to be violated because they are 
not “ sincere.” 
These self-evident 
truths are 
not 
reflected in the news, ergo the news is 
slanted. Agnew was saying just that when 
he talked about the irresponsible power 
and the monopolistic hold of the media. 
His remarks were a spark setting fire 
to feelings long pent up. 
The disparity 
between 
reality and 
the picture of the traditional 
past in 
many peoples' minds is a familiar phe­ 
nomenon 
of history. Let’s say, as an 
example, that Columbus has just re­ 


turned from his longest voyage of dis­ 
covery of the new world. 
He agrees 
reluctantly 
to go on the Walter Cron- 
kite 
evening news show. 
Reluctantly, 
under questioning, he 
says he has 
concluded that the earth is not flat but 
round. 
The switchboard lights up. Indignant 
telegrams begin to pour in. This is so 
obviously false, a conspicuous 
exam­ 
ple of 
slanted news aimed at under­ 
mining 
the solid faith of good pople 
everywhere. Cronkite is just as much 
to blame as this upstart Columbus with 
his 
absurd 
belief going against what 


everyone has always known to be true. 
A recurring phenomenon — the gap 
between the real and the wish — per­ 
haps never before has it been such a 
yawning abyss. On one side is the evi­ 
dence of revolutionary change at almost 
every level. On the other side the blinds 
are put up by those, all well-meaning, ear­ 
nest citizens, determined 
to believe 
the world is comfortably flat as it has 
always been. And that may be the most 
fearsome aspect of Agnew land in the 
era of nuclear standoff.
